Parliamentary elections were fought on the 
land plank rather than on the question of self- 
rovernment, He expresses the opinion that the 
idea of self-government will vanish when the 
land question is settled. The Loyalists, he says, 
share in the Liberal desire to assimilate the law 
systems of Ireland and England. Lord De Vesci 
evidently leans toward coercion in a modified 
form. 

Mr. Jobn Dillon presided at the meeting of the 
Dublin branch of the National League held to- 
day, and made several important declarations in 
his address. Amohg other things he said: “ We 
Rhre pow on the eve of achieving a national 
Parliament for Ireland. We will only accept the 


completest form of home rule. When we have 
that, then I andthe other Irish extremists will 
join bands with Englishmen.” Mr. Farrell, of 
Colorado, who was present, promised the League 
@ continuance of the help from America, pro- 
viced Mr. Parneli’s programme was adhered to. 

Three hundred and fifty-nine Presbyterian 
congregations in Ireiand, numbering altogether 

100 persons, have adopted resolutions de- 
nouncing the project of establishing home rule 
in the country. 

The Dublin Freeman’s Journal taxes a gloomy 
‘view of Lord Randolph Churchill’s proposed 
visit to Belfast to conter with the leading men 
of that city on the Irish question. It predicts 
that his visit will be attended with riot and 
bleodshed. 

The Liberal Association of Chelsea, the con- 
ptituency of Sir Charles Dilke, has discussed the 
advisability of permitting him to continue as 
Parliamentary representatiive of the district, 
in view of the Crawford scandal, ana has decided 
to leave him undisturbed in his position. The 
Pall Mali Gazette summons Sir Cnaries Diike 
to resign forthwith. 

A prize fight for the English heavy-weight 
;championship and £200 a side took place to-day 
at Chantilly, a village on the River Nonette, 
about 25 miles northeast of Paris, The combat- 
ants were Greenfield and Smith. The excite- 
ment attending the contest was very great, 
there being at least £20,000 put up in wagers as to 
the result. Greenfield is from Birmingbam, 
while Smith is a London Irishman. The two

and that the British force there re- 
paneee by a Turco-Egyptian army. The 

rench Prime Minister has made overtures 
to Lord Rosebery looking to an agreement be- 
tween England and France on the Egyptian 
question. M. de Freycinet pledges that when 
the English occupation ceases France will not 
intervene. but will co-operate with Engiand to 

revent any other power from interfering in 
zyptian affairs. 

Sir Charles Dilke is going to the South of 
France, where, it is said, ne will sojourn six 
months.

Lonpvon, Feb. 16.—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade says that a conspiracy has been discovered 
there to overthrow King Milan and place upon 
the throne Prince Alexander Karageorgevics.

Lord Rosebery, the new Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, has reiterated to the Greek Government 
that England is firm in ber resolution to oppose 
pn war between Greece and Turkey. 


BELGRADE, Feb. 16.—Owing to the re- 
mewal of armaments by the Bulgarians, King 
Milan bas ordered the second class of reserves of 
Servia to.be mobilized. A Hungarian legion is 
being organized in Servia to aid King Milan, and 
it has already enrolled 400 men. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Feb. 16.—The Journal 
st. Pétersbourg, in commenting on the Turco- 
ulgarian agreement, says tbat Prince Alex- 
ander has no right tu place the Bulgarian Army 
in subordination to Turkey. In proposing to 
fo this Prince Alexander infringes the treaty of 
Berlin. Such action would be likely to rouse 
tbe slumbering passions of the East and plunge 
the countries anew into fratricidal struggies. 
ussia, the writer continues, which delivered 
ulvaria from the domination of the Porte, will 
not allow Prince Alexander to take this course. 
This determination of Russia may be forgotten 
at Sofia, but it will not be ignored elsewhere. 
BERLIN, Feb. 16.—Prince Bismarck has 
sent a note to the Greek Government strongly 
insisting that Greece disarm. 


Lonpon, Feb. 17.—The Daily News has 
the following: ‘* We undersiand that upon the 
arrival of the two men-of-war sent to reinforce 
the Britisb Mediterranean ftieet forward opera- 
tions will be taken, with the view of disabling 
the Greek fleet.

CANNON’S LEAP FOR:FREEDOM, 


THE ~MORMON PRISONER JUMPS - FROM Aa 
MOVING TRAIN, 


SaLt LAKE City, Feb. 16.—Ex-Delegate 
George Q. Cannon, the Mormon leader who was 
arrested in Nevada on Saturday and was being 


brought back to this city by United States Mar- || 


shal Ireland and three Deputies for prosecution 


under the Edmunds law, jumped from the over- 
land train near Promontory, | Utah, this 
morning, in an attempt to escape, “and 
was severely bruised. Cannon had given the 
officers his word of honor not to make 
any effort to get away, and, though a pretty 


treated as a _ prisoner, Early this morning 
when the train was running at a high rate of 
speed, he passed through the sleeping car where 
he was riding with the officers into the closet, and 
thence to the platform, where he sprang from 
the train. His escape was discovered ina few 
minutes, and the train was stopped. The officers 
went back and found Cannon sitting beside the 
track, bruised and too much injured to walk. 
He was taken to Promontory, where his injuries, 
which are not dangerous, were attended to. 

At Ogden, where the prisoner was to have been 
transferred to a Salt Lake train, a great crowd 
of Mormons gathered with the hope of catching 
a glimpse of theirleader. When the news of Can- 
non’s desperate effort to escape arrived there 
was great excitement. Women ran up and down 
the streets crying and wringing their hands out 
of sympathy for Cannon, and would not believe 
that he was not still alive. The Federal authori- 
ties ‘did not think it wise to bring Cannon to 
Salt Lake on a regular train, and_ this 
evening sent a special carrying 26 soldiers and 
more Deputy Marshals to escort him from Ogden 
to thiscity. The party will arrive here to- 
ward morning. Cannon’s arrest is looked upon by 
the Mormons as one of the most serious blows 
yet dealt them, and conversely by the Gentiles 
asa most effective stroke in support of the Fed- 
eral laws. His desperation is pretty clearly 
shown by his daring effort to escape from his 
captors.

THE PHILADELPHIA ELECTION. 


ALMOST A RJOT IN ONE OF THE WARD PRE- 
CINCTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16.—The election for 
members of City Ceuncilg and minor ward offi- 
cers was held to-day. Except in a few of the 
wards, where there were factional fights, there 
was very little interest taken in the result. The 
Republicans will again have a good working 
majority in both the Select and Common 
Councils, 

In two or three of the wards the policemen 
were kept busy quelling disturbances raised by 
excited adherents of opposing factions. Great 


excitement existed all day at the polling place of 
the Eighth Ward, located ina saloon at Sixth and 
Alaska streets, in consequence of asplit among 
the Democratic ward leaders and a desire on the 
part of each faction to elect its supporters as ward 
Officers. When the polls at this precinct closed 
a gang of roughs with drawn revolvers and 
knives made an attack on the room occupied by 
the election officers and demanded the surrender 
of the ballot boxes. The officers heljd on to the 
boxes, however, until police assistance arrived, 
and were then escorted to the police station, 
where they proceeded with the counting of the 
votes. In the affray which followed the 
attack a notorious rough named Brady 
was about to plunge a knife into the 
breast of a policeman, who bad a_prisoner 
in his grasp, when the famous ** Squire” Bill Mc- 
Mullen, who isa member of the Select Council 
from the Fourth Ward, placed a revolver at 
Brady’s head and compelled him to drop the 
knife. Those who witnessed the incident say 
there is no doubt that the promnt action on the 
part of the **Squire”’ saved the officer from se- 
vere, if not fatal, injury. No arrests have yet 
been made. The roughs who precipitated the riot 
are all well known to the police, however, and 
several of them will possibly be taken into cus- 
tody during the night.

SEVEN PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 

CuicaGo, Feb. 16.—Dispatches from three 
or four points in Wisconsin give scanty details 
of a frightful tragedy in the town of Green- 
bush, Sheboggan County, inthat State. Farmer 
Abram Ehie has lived fora good mapy years on 


the plank road, 14 miles west of Plymouth, 
which is 55 miles northof Milwaukee. In the 
house last night were the farmer, 2 
years old; his son James, 42 years old; James’s 
wife, 40 years old; three of James’s children; a 
widow named Kenney, anda hired man named 
Frank Lambrecht. Between 3 and 40’clock this 
morning the house was discovered to be on 
ire. he nearest neighbor lives a mule 
away, and when people reached the spot 
the house was nearly burned to the ground. 
Lambrecht stood near by in a dazed condition, 
and was then—and has been ever since—appar- 
ently unable to give any account of the fire. In- 
side the building and burned to death were the 
six Ehles and Mrs. Kenney. The senior Eble had 
the reputation of keeping considerable money 
in the house. lLambrecht’s character is 
not good, and suspicion of foul play 
involves him. A Coroner’s jury this afternoon 
visited the spot and viewed the charred and un- 
recognizable remains of the seven victims. The 
jury refused to render a verdict, and there will 
be further investigation. The tragedy has 
aroused the greatest excitement, and evenon 
the present scanty evidence threats of lynching 
Lambrecht are made. Plymouth is a good- 
sized villare, but the Ehle farm is rather inac- 
cessible, and details are hard to get. 


THE SOLDIERS’ PENSION BILL. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 16.—Four hun- 
dred soldiers met here to-day for the purpose of 
furthering the passage of a service pension 
pill. The Grand Army of the State meets 
here to-morrow, and the soldiers’ meeting was 
calied the day previous. so as to 6e- 
cure the attendance of the Grand Army 
soldiers. Gen. Thomas W. Bennett, of Wayne 
County, was made President and Capt. C. Pauer, 
of Terre Haute, Secretary. Motions were adopt- 
ed indorsing the Johnson Pension bill, which 
provides for $8 a montb for every one who 
served in the army and $12 for the widows and 
$5 for every orphan under 16 years of said 
soldiers. Gen. Bennett and Gen. W. 8. Grose 
made speeches warmly advocating the bill, and 
the latter urged that every candidate for the 
Legislature be pledged to vote for no man 
for United States Senator who would 
not agree to work for and vote for 
such a bill, and also that all candidates for Con- 
gress be put underasimilar pledge. The meet- 
ing passed no resolutions. There is a good deal 
of opposition to the service pension idea in the 
Grand Army, and itis possible that the move- 
ment wiil get a back set from the army to-mor- 
row. 








D'OYLY CARTE AND MR. EVANS. 
Boston, Feb. 16.—A petition of D’Oyly 
Carte against Frank H. Evans for an attsch- 
ment for contempt in disobeying a restraining 
order of the court was before the United States 


Circuit Court this afternoon. When the bill in 
equity brought by D'Oyly Carte against Evans to 
restrain him trom pub rion and selling ** vocal 
gems from *The Mikado’” in alleged infringe- 
ment of copyright was filed, the restraining or- 
der was issued. Subsequently hearing was had 
before the court and the decisiion has not 
yet been rendered. It is now alleged that 
Evans has n selling the publication in 
violation of the restraining order. Upon 
the appearance of the defendant in court his 
counsel asked for a continuance of the case that 
he migh{ prepare himself for the defense. 
Counsel also denied that there had been any vio- 
lation of the order, and said thet Mr. Evans had 
no connection with the New-York house by 
which it was alleged the sales had been made. 
The case was continued until to-morrow, de- 
fendant cepositing $50 as security for his ap- 
pearance then. 


MORE HEIRS TO THE BLYTA FSTATE. 

Moopvus, Conn., Feb. 16.—Nancy Sears, 
Luman Loveland, David Biyth, and Oliver 
Biyth, operatives in twine and net factories here, 
have been informed that they are heirs to the 
late Thomas H. Blyth, who died in 1883 in Cali- 
fornia, Jeaving an estute of $6,006,000. Blyth 
went West from Moodus in 1849, and his rela- 
tives here bad forgotten all about him, when a 
lawyer chanced to cOme across his name in look- 
ing over some old family papers. 








TEEMER CHALLENGES GAUDAUR. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 16.—John Teemer’s 
eyes snapped yesterday when he saw in a St. 
Louis paper an account of an interview in which 
J. A. St. John calls him a coward and ‘says that 


he dare not race Gaudaur. He at once deposited 
$100 at the Herald office and issued a challenge 
giving Gaudaur the option of covering that or 
Teemer’s other deposit of $500 in Cincinnati for 
a race for from $2,500 to $5,000.

THE TARIFF REVISION BILL 


REPUBLICAN OPPOSITION TO *MR..: 
MORRISON’S MEASURE, 
1ITS.DEFEAT IN THE SENATE REGARDED AS 

CERTAIN—A COMPULSORY MAIL BILL— 

THE WAR ON THE PRESIDENT. 
' WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The tariff bill in- 
troduced yesterday by Mr. Morrison was re- 
ceived at the décument room of the House to- 
day and was called for by many of the members 
who were anxious to study its provisions in 
large type and at their leisure. Comment upon 
it is guarded as yet on the Democratic side, 
while Republicans generally appear to be deter- 
mined to treat it as a clumsy joke. By 
some strange freak of telegraphy the dispatch 
to THE TrmEs was made to say that the sugar 
cut would reduce the revenue $5,000,000, and 
that the entire reduction would be $60,000,000, 
when the entire reduction isto be about $20,000,- 
000, one-half of which is to be effected by 
the sugar cut. Some of the leading Republicans 
who metin Judge Kelly’s room last night, and 
who were permitted for the first time to see the 
bill in the bands of a correspondent, are prepar- 
ing to urge astout resistance to Mr. Morrison’s 
programme, which is to report it after consider- 
ation by the committee without a prolonged 
hearing, which will not change the convictions 
of either the majority or the minority. Mr. 
Reed, in speaking of the bill, says that 
it must be the product of statesmen, for it says 
that boards that are sawed shall be free, while 
boards that are planed shall pay a duty, making 
a discrimination in favor of the planed. Then 
he also objects to the bili because it knocks flat 
at one blow the Aroostook potato growers, who 
sell their crops to starch makers, by putting po- 
tatoes on the free list and reducing the duty on 
all starch % cent a pound, The Pennsylvanians, 
like Mr. Randall and Mr. Curtin, are expected to 


oppose the putting of coal and coke on the free 
list because the interests of their State are at- 
tacked. New-Jersey members of both parties are 
not prepared to accept it. Tbe Trenton potters, 
makers of fine wares, wil! oppose its passage 
and will fallin with the salt men otf New-York, 

he iron men of Pennsylvania and Ohio, and the 
Louisiana sugar men, td resist its passage as in- 
troduced. But the bill has been constructed 
with some regard to the feelings of the sections 
from which votes are to be expected. The peo- 
ple in some parts of the West where lumber bas 
been held at high rates by speculating lumber- 
men will be glad to have lumber on the free list. 
The Southern producers of iron will not seri- 
ously object to free ore.and a reduction of the tax 
on pigiron. Mr. Morrison expects to have no 

reat difficulty in getting it through the House.

On July 5, 1884, Congress passed an act pro- 
viding that abandoned and useless military res- 
ervations should be turned over to the Interior 


Department to be surveyed, appraised, and sold 
for cash. Underanapparent misconception of 
this law many persons have sought to obtain 
portions of the lands in the same manner as un- 
der the laws governing the public domain, but 
the Interior Department has declined to permit 
homestead entries to be made for any portion 
of the reservations. Senator Van Wyck, who 
takes special interest in all public land af- 
tairs, says the military reservations were selected 
from the public domain because of their su- 
perlority in the line of water, grazing grounds, 
&c.,and he thinks that when they are abandoned 
by the Government they should be thrown open 
to settlers instead of being held for sale to syndi- 
cates and speculators. He therefore introduced 
to-day a bill to repeal the appraisement and saie 
sections of the act of 1884, and to provide that 
ail such Jands shall be held for homestead entries 
only. About 600,000 acres of land in various 
States have already been turned over to the In- 
terior Department, and about 2,000,000 acres more 
will gradually come under the provisions of the 
act.

When Senator Frye introduced to-day a bill 
providing for a consolidation of the depart- 
ments of the army he took pains to say that he 
did so without committing himself in any way 
to the support of the provisions. The measure 


proposes that the business of the army shall be 
conducted in three departments, one of which 
shall be called the Department of Personne}, 
another the Department of Material, and the 
third the Department of Supplies and Accounts, 
Under each of these departments are various di- 
visions, which are specified in the bill. The chief 
of the Department of Personnel is to be 
taken from the active list of officers not below 
the grade of Lieutenant-Colonel. The chief 
of the Department ot Material may be chosen 
from civil life or the list of active officers, and 
the chief of the Department of Supplies and 
Accounts must be an officer on the active list. 
Provision is made for a Board of Council, to 
consist of the chiets of the departments, the Di- 
rector of Army Ordnance, and three officers 
of the army, with the Secretary of Waras ex 
officio President. This board is to consider and 
report upon such questions relative to army 
affairs and army policy as may be referred to it 
by the Secretary, but it isto have no adminis- 
trative or executive powers whatever. A bill 
providing for a similar reorganization of the 
navy is already pending in the Senate, and the 
two measures are exciting a good deal of inter- 
est in army and navy circles.

Senator Edmunds’s delay in presenting the re- 
port of the Judiciary Committee concerping the 
Garland letter refusing to furnish reasons for 
the suspension of District Attorney Duskin, of 
Alabama, has led some Senators to think that he 
is hesitating to offer it in open session. The 
committee was authorized but not directed to 
make its report in open session, and it the Ver- 
mont Senator should conclude to avoid the long 
public debate the document is expected to pro- 
voke there is nothing to prevent its presentation 
in secret. Mr. Edmunds and some other Sena- 
tors are said not to have been especially pleased 
with the newspaper comments which followed 
the speech of Mr. Sherman on the general sub- 
ject of the prerogatives of the Senate, and these 
comments are said to have raised some doubts as 
to the advantage to be gained by the Repub- 
licans by any further public discussion. Most of 
the Senators, however, particularly on the Dem- 
ocratic side of the Senate, look fora public re- 
port, believing that Mr. Edmunds will not care 
to subject himself to the taunt of having urged 
the Senate to hear him in publicand of having 
run from the contest when his requcst was 
granted.

It was to no purpose that the friends of sub- 
sidies in the Post Office Committee of the House 
endeavored to delay a report on Mr. Blount’s 
bill to restore to the statutes the section re- 


pealed in 1885 releasing American vessels from 
tne necessity of carrying the mails when offered. 
Mr. Blount pressed his bill to a vote this morn- 
ing, and carried it through by 11to3. The three 
opponents of it were Republicans—Messrs. Bur- 
rows of Michigan, Peters of Kansas, and 
Millard ot New-York. Messrs. Guenther 
of Wisconsin and Wakefield of Minne- 
sota, Republicans, voted with the Demo- 
erats.

THE STATE INSURANCE REPORT. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 16.—Part I. of the 
annual report of the Insurance Department 
showing the condition on the 38lst of December 
last of the various fire, fire-marine, and marine 
insurance companies doing business in this State 
will be transmitted to the Legislature to-morrow. 
This is the earliest date at which an annual re- 
port bas ever been submitted by the depart- 
ment. Of the New-York joint stock fire in- 


surance companies. there are now 159, a 
loss of two during the year; the assets are 
$59,012,292; surplus, $15,415,410; losses paid, 
$16,384.664; dividends paid, $2,039,135. There are 
now 67 joint stock fire insurance com- 
panies of other States, a gain of seven 
over the previous year. The assets 
are $87,306,528; surplus, 22,185,753; losses 
aid, $19,323,942; dividends paids, $3,990,006. 
wenty-three foreign fire insurance com- 
panies are now doing business in the State, 
a decrease of one. The assets are $39,096,- 
532; surplus, $14,042,659; loses paid, $15,860,- 
549. The State mutual fire insurance companies 
number seven. The premium notes amount to 
1,491,988; total resources, $2,904,142; losses paid, 
2,501,834. There are six State marine insur- 
ance companies, with assets of $16,154,822; 
net surplus, $1,751,802; losses paid, $2,803,003. 
Five marine insurance companies of other 
States, a gain of ove, show assets of $6,443,351; net 
surplus, $1,134,991; losses ‘paid, $1,594,427. Eight 
foreign marine insurance companies report as- 
sets of $2,936,715: net surplus, $2,477,599; losses 
paid, $721,098.

LURED+ON TO CONFESSION 


“CATCHING THE MAN WHO BURNED: 
BROKER LEAVITT'S BARN, | 
THE CRIMINAL’ FOUND IN BROOKLYN‘AND | 

INDUCED 'TO BETRAY HIMSELF ‘ IN: THE’ 
‘ HANDS OF THE POLICE. 
* The night of July 7, 1885, was made 
memorable to the inhabitants of Great Barring- 
ton, Mass., by the destruction by fire of the barn 
of Henry 8S. Leavitt in thattown. Mr. Leavitt 
isa stock broker at No. 1 Exchange-court, in 
this city, and owns a large farm and much yalu- 
able property in Great Barrington. The barn 
wasone of the most complete structures of its 
kindin the county. Jt was seven stories in all 
~—five stories above and two stories below 
ground—and contained a planing and saw mill 
complete, a valuable collection of agricultural 
implements, and wagons and carriages. Mr. 
Leavitt valued the building and its contents 
at $120,000 and the insurance on it was only 
$25,000, It was evident that the fire, which 
broke out at 7 o’clock in the evening, was of in- 
cendiary origin and the owner took great pains 
and spent a deal of money in endeavoring to 
ferret out the perpetrator of the deed. Pinker- 
ton’s and other private detectives were em- 
ployed by him, but without satisfactory result. 
Late last Sumner Mr. Leavitt, who knew De- 
tective James K. Price, of the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct, asked that officer to go to Great Bar- 
rington and see if he could obtain any clue to 
the perpetrator of the outrage. Price spent one 
week of his vacation there and became con- 


vinced in that short time that the barn 
was fired by some one actuated by matice 
toward Mr. Leavitt. There were two persons to 
whom suspicion pointed, both of whom had 
been inthe employ of Mr. Leavitt and bad been 
discharged by him a short time before the fire. 
One was a farm laborer, who was traced 
to New-Canaan, where he was working on a farm. 
Investigation cleared this man trom suspicion. 
The other was Michael O'Connell, who had 
been employed as second gardener, but who bad 
been discharged by Mr. Leavitt, who had re- 
fused to advance his wages. This man, after 
Jeaving Mr. Leavitt’s employ, worked iora Dr. 
Crane, who was engaged in building a barn and 
stables for Mrs. Hopkins, the widow 
of the California millionaire. He ibe- 

involved in a quarrel with Dr. 

and attacked his employer. The 
latter struck him with a cane, whereupon O’Con- 
nell drew a revolver and snapped it at the doc- 
tor. Forthis offense Deputy Sneriff Edwin D. 
Humphrey and two assistants went to his house 
to arrest him. He barricaded himself in his 
house and fired at the Sheriff’s posse through a 
window. The officers retreated and O’Connell 
Made his escape through the rear of his house. 

The conflict with the officers occurred On the 
night of July 81, 1885, and since that time O’Con- 
nell had disappeared from the town. It was 
known that he had made a visit to his wife, who 
has remained at Great Barrington since that 
time and soon after that visit his wifealso dis- 
appeared. Soon after last New Year’s the barn 
of Mrs. Hopkias and its contents, valued in all 
at $40,000, were destroyed by fire, and it was sus- 
pected that O’Connell was also concerned in this 
crime. Renewed efforts to find the fugitive were 
made, and through the Postmaster at Great 
Barrington it was discovered that O’Connell 
was living in Soutb Brooklyn. Detect- 
ive Price, after a .long search, found 
O*Connell’s home and paid him a visit. He in- 
troduced himself as Mr. James Patterson, who 
was looking for a valuable dog which had been 
lost or stolen and which bad been traced 
to the possession of a man named O’Con- 
nor or O’Connell. The officer hired him 
to assist bim in finding the dog, and 
from that time until be lodged him, last night, 
a prisoner in the Twenty-ninth Precinct Station 
House, he never lost track of him. He was with 
him almost every day, and introduced him toa 
young man as a mutual friend, to go round with 
him, paying his expenses and treating him lib- 
recige The young man was simply a spy hired 
by Price. ‘rheir principal place of meeting 
was a liquor store at Seventh-avenue and Twen- 
ty-second-street, kept by aman named Patter- 
son, a great dog fancier. Price posed as the pro- 
prietor of the liquor store. With a great deal of 
patience and skiil he gained O’Connell’s entire 
confidence and loosened his tongue. Price 
tola O'Connell of a barn at Fort Lee 
in which there were several valuable pups whiche 
be would like to get. and mentioned incident- 
ally that as he hada grudge against the owner 
of the barn he would not grieve if the place was 
burned down. O’Connell fell into the trap and 
told Price that he was the very man for the job. 
Price {pooh-poohed the idea and told O’Conpell 
that he had no experience in that line. To con- 
vince his friend and patron that he was mis- 
taken, O’Connell told him how he had set fire to 
the barns of Mr. Leavitt and Mrs. Hopkins at 
Great Barrington. 

Then Price hired two adjoining rooms ina 
house on Seventh-avenue. After removing the 
door between the two rooms and covering 
the aperture with a curtain he induced 
O’Connell to visit him there. On sev- 
eral nights O’Connell, Price, and his stool 
pigeon were in one room and “Mr. 
Leavitt and a atenographer’ in the 
other. Price induced O’Connell to talk of his 
exploits, and the conversation was} listened to 
by Mr. Leavitt and taken down by the stenog- 
rapher. On Saturday last Mr. Leavitt tele- 
graphed to Deputy Sheriff Humphrey to 
come to this city with a warrant for 
the arrest of O'Connell. The Deputy 
Sheriff procured a warrant from Justice Nor- 
man W. Shaws for O’Conneli’s arrest for shoot- 
ing at Joun P. Norton, one;of the Sheriff’s pusse 
which had previously attempted to arrest him. 
Humpbrey arrived here on Monday, and that 
night, snugly ensconced in the room adjoin- 
ing that in which were Price, O'Uon- 
nell, and the youth cy 2 ge referred to, 
overheard O’Connell relute the story of burning 
the barns. Last night had been agreed upon 
for firing the tarn at Fort Lee. O’Uonnell came 
to the rendezvous, bringing with him two 
large balis of oakum and straw, around 
which were twined two fuses. These, he 
said, were similar in character to those used 

y him in Great Barrington. When they 
sallied forth, bound for Fort Lee, Price 
left O’Connell under the pretense of getting a 
wagon from a stable near by, and Detective 
Dunlap stepped up _and arrested the self-con- 
fessed incendiary. He was taken to the West 
Thirtieth-street police station. He was not told 
anything about the fires, but his arrest was en- 
tered on the blotter as having been made on the 
warrant charging him with felonious assault. 

He refused to go to Massachusetts without a 
requisition until Pricecame into the station- 
house and inquired anxiously for his friend. 
Price, still in the character of Patterson 
denounced the arrest of O’Connell as 
an outrage, and when he volunteered 
to go to Great Barrington and. give 
bail for him O’Connei waived his 
rights and said he would accompany the Sheriff 
without a requisition. He has not the least sus. 
picion of the crue character of Price, and does 
not know that his confession of arson is in pos- 
session of the authorities. Sheriff Humphrey 
expects to leave here with his prisoner on an 
early train for Massachusetts to-day. O’Connell 
is 80 years old and claims to live at No. 477 Car- 
roil-street, Brooklyn.

_ MCORMICK’S REAPER ‘WORKS. 


SUSPENDING OPERATIONS. 


|’ Curcaco, Feb. 16.—Every wheel in the 


great works of the McCormick Reaper Company, 
on the south branch of the Chicago River, 
stopped turning at 9 o’clock this morning, anda 
strike which had been planned to go into effect 
to-morrow was anticipated by 24 hours, Mr. 
Cyrus H. McCormick, Jr., says, in effect, that 
when he is permitted to employ and dis- 
charge such men as he sees fit the works 


will resume, and not until then. “Tho 
busy season is coming on,” he said, “but 
the outlook is not as good this year 
as it has been at like seasons in the past, and a 
cessation of work can be endured. The company 
will not suffer as much as the 1,400 men in its 
employ. There has been some trouble between 
the men and their employers for a week past, 
mainly over the question of wages. The com- 
pany has conceded every point but one, and 
that is that five non-union men at work in the 
toundry be discharged. This demand was veiled, 
in a letter to the company adopted by the work- 
men last night, behind the charge conveyed in 
the following extract: 

“The dismissal of these men is insisted on, not with 
a desire to abridge your right in hiring or discharging 
whom you plesse, but for this reason: The foreman 
of your foundry has made the threu's that he will pur- 
sue the ojd hands with such vindictiveness that he 
will drive these men over the black road or else they 
will have to walk in their nakedness, Ward has made 
these threats in the presence of these men now work- 
ing there. ‘hey went to work knowing Mr. Ward’s 
purpose. We now insist these men be dischargea for 
this reason.” 

This morning Mr. McCormick refused to re- 
ceive the committee delegated to deliver this 
letter, but closed the works instead. Tbe men 
held a meeting this evening and agreed not to go 
to work until their demand is complied with. 
As there is no chance for them to work this de- 
cision is rather abortive. A rather ugly disposi- 
tion was shown at the meeting, and as a strike at 
the works last Spring resulted in bloodshed, one 
— having been killed, serious trouble is pos- 
Bible.

RELIEVING THE DESTITUTE IN THE CITY oF” 
BOSTON, 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 16.—The . watér,' 
which for four days has covered two square 
miles of the city in the Roxbury district. has 
tor the most part disappeared. The danger 
of washouts and buildings falling down from 
undermining is over, but the greater danger 
from foul cellars exhaling moisture and miasma 
that will come up and fill the houses with sick- 
ness is now the great force to contend with. 
People are coming to the station house at the 
rate of one every 10 minutes and asking for aid. 
In addition to their usual supply of coal, wood, 


and wraps medicines are in demand, and doctors 
walk all the streets in company with the police 
aud agents of the poor dealing out drugs and 
cordials to those who need them. Six large 
furniture wagons are loaded to their ut- 
most carrying capacity early each morning 
with milk, coffee, baked beans, corned 
beef, bacon, potatoes, salt fish, and dry 
wood, to say nothing of the immense 
number of loaves of bread, and each team is 
allotted a district to cover. Aseach wagon-load 
is distributed the team is headed for the old 
Bath House, on Cabot-street, to be replep- 
ished and again started out on its errand of 
mercy.

DIED ON HIS WAY TO PRISON. : 
SCRANTON, Penn., Feb. 16.—John Ahearn, 
who was convicted of bigamy in this city the 
other day and sentenced to 18 months in the 
Eastern Penitentiary, died on the train a few 
miles from Scranton this morning while on his 
way to Philadelphia with eight other convicts in 


the custody of the Sheriff. Ahearn, who ap- 
peared to bein robust health when he started 
out from the jail, was shackled to a horse thief 
named Levi Snyder, with whom he occupied the 
same seat, and he had been dead several minutes 
before his munacled companion made the dis- 
covery.

FOR NON-PARTISAN ELECTION BOARDS. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Feb. 16.—In the Senate 
to-day the bill of Mr. Pugsley, providing for 
non-partisan Boards of Election for the citie 
of Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Dayton, 
and Toiedo was passed. The bill authorizes the 
Governor to appoint a board of four persons, 
not more than two of whom shall belong tothe 
same political party. These boards are to ap- 
point for the above named cities the judges and 
clerks of elections, who must be of good charac- 
ter, intelligent, and equally divided politically. 
These boards are to be appointed prior to 
March 1 next. Mr. Dodd, a Democrat, endeav- 
ored to delegate the authority to the Judges 
of the Court of Common Pleas, but as this 
move would piace the appointment of Judges 
back into the bands of the géng of corruption- 
ists, it was deteated, Messrs. H opple and Wilson, 
two ot the Hamilton County’ members, voting 
with the Republicans. The Pugsiey bill was 
passed by a vote of 21 to 9. 

In the Houso a resolution was passed in- 
structing the Obio Rewresent-atives in Congress 
to vote for the restoration of the act of 1867 
affecting the wool tariff. It w7ill hardly pass the 
Senate.

.A:s STRANGE CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY 


WHICH WILL HAVE 
°° THE COURTS. 

“ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 16.—T wo women are 
here to-day each claiming to be the widow of the 
same man, J. W. Pierce, who was kilied in the 
terrible slaughter on the Georgia Pacific Railroad 
jJast December. Not only do they identify and 
claim the same body as that of their mutual 
husband, but the Georgia Pacific Road is sued 
for $50,000 damazes by each of the women. One 
of the wives is Mra. James Pierce Weaver, of 
Indianapolis, and the other is Mrs. Joseph Ware 
ren Pierce, of Fort McCavett, Texas. The 
case develops a strange case of identity. 
YVhe Indianapolis wife, Mrs. Weaver, says: 
“JT met Mr. Weaver first at his mother’s house. 
He was born in Indianapolis. 1 met him just 
after his return from the war, in which he had 
served for four years. My name was Louisa PE. 
Sigler, and I was born in Jacksonville, Ill. We 
were married in Chicago by the Rev. John P. 
Gulliver, Feb. 29, 1867. We went to Indianapolis 
in 1869 and lived there. My husband was in the 
paper box, livery stable, and .undertaking busi- 
ness. He accumulated property. His place of 
business was burned out, and he wanted to go 
West. He went in June, 1883, and came back in 
August. He told me he had found a hotelin 
Eufau la, Indian Territory. We picked out fur- 
niture for 20 rooms of the hotel, I signeda 
deed to our homestead and gave him checks for 
all the money in bank—$300. I made hima 


little belt out of canton flannel, a little 
better than a quarter of a yard long 
and about as wide as ai bank  “»note, 
and put strings to it, and put the money 
in it and tied it around his waist, 
He went to St. Louis to see his mother. Hs 
wrote to the Indianapolis house that he couid 
get furniture cheaper in St. Louis and be would 
uot take theirs. In four weeks he wrote me 
that the wife of the proprietor of the hotel 
would not signthe papers. He next wrote me 
that he was ona ranch. 8 miles northwest of 
Fort Worth. On the 2dof February, 1884, be 
came home, and two nights afterward was called 
out of the house by a man named William Eden, 
who-shot him through the back of the neck. 
It was learned that he had been living with 
Eden’s wife, who had disappeared about the 
time my husband had left. My busband was in 
bed about a week. [In a few days he left for 
Fort Worth again, promising me that he would 
give the woman upand arrange for his famiiy 
to goto Texas. I soon found that he was at 
Fort Worth, and was there known as J. W.. 
Pierce. He wrote letters to address him as J. W. 
Pierce, so as to avoid the possibility of trouble 
with Kden. After waiting for some time for 
him to keep: his promise IL wentto Fort Worth 
aud found him living in the same hotel with Mrs. 
Eden and passing her off as his wife. 
had warrants issued for both, and my husband 
was arrested, but Mrs. Eden avoided arrest and 
left the place. On the trial my husband pleaded 
guilty and was fined $1,000, $500 of which wag 
afterward paidto me. Thetrial was in August, 
1884, and in the September following I returned 
to Indianapolis. His letters ceased after the 
trial, but be wrote my father telling him he had 
twice sent Mrs. Eden away, but she would come 
back to him, and that he loved his family and did! 
not mean to desert us.” 

Mrs. Weaver has an envelope, mailed on the. 
Western and Atlantic train, which she says 
brought to her an account of the killing, and 
inclosing a card which was used by Weaver 
when he was in the undertaker’s business in 
Indianapolis. On it was printed: 

“J. P. Weaver, undertaker, Indianapolis, Ind., No. 
38 Lllinois-street.” 

The envelope was addressed to Mrs. Weaver, 
at No. 186 West First-street, Indianapolis. Dr. 
Leroy S. Henthorne swears that he came to At- 
lanta, examined the back of the neck of the 
corpse and identified it as that of Weaver. He 
swears that he dressed the wound when Weaver 
was shot and that he identifies the scars. Mrs, 
Weaver came to Atlanta to identify the remains 
of her husband, and on seeing the body, which 
was exhumed, said it wasthe hody of J. Pierce 
Weaver. She sought to have it delivered to her, 
but * Mrs. Abbie Bell Pierce,” as the wife of J. 
W. Pierce, of Fort McCavett, Texas, filed an in- 
junction and the hearing will come up next 
Saturday. 

At the Piedmont House there isa young man: 
6 feet 8 inches in height, with dark bairand mus- 
tache, florid face and durk eyes. “*Yes,”’ he said, in 
answer to a question, ** Lam asonoft J.W. Pierce. 
i know nothing of J. W. Weaver nor of the J. 
W. Pierce who ran the hotel in Fort Worth. My 
father, when very young, went to Texas. His 
father had lived in Georgia, Alabama, and Mis- 
sissippl. My father was born in Georgia. 
In Movember, 1854, he was married to 
Miss Margaret Y. Thurman, my _ mother. 
When the war broke out my father was 
elected First-Lieutenant under Capt. Jim Tay- 
lor, of Larissa, Cherokee County, Texas. He 
served through the war, and in the Fal! of 1865 
removed from Cherokee to Johnoson County with 
his family. During the year 1866 he was not 
out of Johnson County, except one trip he made 
to Ellis County. He lived there until 1870, then 
sold out and moved to Cleburne, where he re- 
sided two years. He then bought a farm in Som- 
erville County. While there his wife died. He 
then removed with his. children to Brown 
County, and. from there to McCulloch 
County, andin December, 1879, he was married 
to a widow, Mrs. Bell Harden. They lived at 
Mount Calm until February, 1883, when they 
removed to San Angelo, Texas. He never made 
his home in Fort Worth a day in his life, nor 
ever managed a hotel anywhere. His name 
was Joseph Warren Pierce, son of David Pierce. 
‘My father was never in Indiana and was never 
shot in histife. I know nothing of any scar on 
his neck, but if there is any there !t was made 
by a boil. Asto his writing letters, he could not 
write hisown name and could not read it aftea 
it was written.” 

There is also in the city Mr. M. W. Thompson, 
of Gordon, Texas. Heisason-in-lauw of Mr. J. 
W. Pierce, and is a brother-in-law of Mr. R. W. 
Pierce. He says he knows people in Fort Worth 
who knew both Weaver and Pierce. He saya 
that the Fort Worth peoplesay Weaver disap- 

eared from there after the scandal, and where 

e is now is not known there. 

E. M. Heath, Vice-President of the National 
Bank at Cleveland, Texas, is in the city on busi- 
ness touching the identity of the corpse. He 
said: “Il knew J. W. Pierce, or Wood Pierce, as 
we called him, for 20 years, and I believe that I 
have seen himevery year inthe 20. Most of the 
time I have seen him every month. Itissimply 
and literally impossible that he should have been 
Weaver.” 

“ Mow do you account, then, for Mrs. Weaver’s 
story ?” 

**] bave seen Mrs. Weaver, and she is undoubt- 
edly a lady of high character. I am sorry for 
her, but it is simply a case of mistaken identity. 
It is not possible that J. W. Pierce was the man 
known as Weaver in Indianapolis. Wood Pierce 
was known in Texas from oneend of the State 
to the other, and his history for the past 20 years 
can be established by hundreds of witnesses. 1 
have no interest in the matter at all, exceptsuch 
interest as any frieund,of his would have. You 
could not be more certain of the identity of 
your closest friend than I am of Pierce’s.”

Not a 
driver or a conductor reported for duty. Some 
idie drivers standing near the stables rave in- 
formation that the men were not going to work 
eny more until “some things was tixed.” Super- 
intendent Skitt found the stables deserted when 
he got there. The public waited and walked. 
The main grievance of the men wasthis: The 
road is separated into two divisions, one run- 
ning from  Thirty-second-street north to 
Harlem, and the other south to the 
City Hall. Under the 12 hours’ labor and $2 a 
day pay schedule adopted by the company Feb. 
B, and which went into effect Monday, each reg- 
ular conductor and driver made five trips a day 
over one or the other of these divisions, or 
10 short tmps at either terminus. But, as 
the mei claimed, before the new order of things 
bad been in force an hour about one-half of 
them found that they had been taken off regu- 
lar cars and put on “ trippers,”’ A * tripper”™ gets 
40 centsatrip. When the men came to settle up 
Monday night most of them were handed either 
€1 60 or $1 80 for four trips made, so that they 
were reaily no better off than under the old ar- 
raugement. A count showed that the number 
of trippers had been increased from about 40 to 
110 anc the regular runs reduced to 77. This made 
the men angry and they resolved to “tie up.” The 
stablemen, seeing an opportunity of getting a 
poveted schedule of 12 hours’ labor and $1 75 a 
day, concluded to drop work also. 

The men enhanced the difficulty of speedy 
ecttlement by meeting ina hall far away from 
the stables, at Second-avenue and Forty-sixth- 
ptreet. A committee from the Empire Protect- 
ive Association, the governing power of all 
associations of horse railroad employes, were 
on hand early to talk over matters with them. 
They were Walking Delegates William Wallace, 
Andrew E. Best, John Hughes, and Joseph 
O’Donneil. These men were called in simply 
to conduct negotiations with the compa and 
to give advice. The meeting was in chafge of 
Tbomas Collum, an empioye of the Fourth-Ave- 
nue Railroad, and Captain of the Lexington As- 
Bociation, consisting of most of his fellow- 
employes. Assistant Superintendent Moulton 
was the onl; esentative of the company who 
Went over to see the men. He told them that 
Superintendent Skitt would like to talk over 
Matters with the arbitration committee at his 
Oiltice. The committee refused to go, and the 
drivers applauded them for it. The Superin- 
tendent had biufied the men when they called on 
him, Mr. Mouiton was informed, and ifthe Su- 
perintendent wanted to arrange terms with them 
he couldcome where they were. Later in the 
Gay the workmen said that if the Superintendent 
Was willing to appoint some place of meeting 
away from his offices, the arbitration committee 
wouid meet him there. This decision was not 
arrived at by unanimous vote. Some men who 
participated in the discussion wanted to ignore 
the Superintendent altogether, even if his re- 
moval was not insisted on, aad to try to settle 
matters with Cornelius Vanderbilt in person.

The Assistant Superintendent went over to 
see the men again just as it was getting dark, 
end told them that Superintendent Skitt would 
meet the arbitration committee in the Grand 
Union Hotel. The four men from the Empire 
Protective Association, with Capt. Collum, went 
there to meet him, An hour or more was spent 
tn drawing upa written agreement, in which, as 
Dapt. Collum expressed it, ** The Superintendent 
behaved bandsome, giving in ail we asked and 
more too.” The new contract, which goes into 
effect at once, embraces all the features of the 
old one regarding 12 hours of labor for a 
day’s work at $2 pay; only under the way 
the trips will be scheduled all the reg- 
ular men will get the full amount. Only 31 
“ trippers” will be employed, and if a man waits 
around ail day and gets only one trip, he will get 
$150 for that trip. If possible, he will be given 
enough additional work to increase his pay to 
62. The stablemen will get $12 25 a week, instead 
of $1150, for 12 hours’ work per day. No em- 
ploye can be discharged solely for participating 
in the “tie up,” and in future the Empire Axso-

STRUGGLING WITH PERCENTAGES. 
The representatives of the railroads in 

the Transcontinental Association again met yes- 

terday morning, at the Windsor Hotel, and 
listened to the report of the special committee 
to which had been delegated the task of prepar- 
ing aschedule of percentages for both passen- 


= and freight business for the current year. 
he committee had been hard at work since the 
adjournment on Saturday, and made its report 
to the effect that it had been unable to makea 
schedule satisfactory to all parties, and therefore 
threw the whole matter back upon the entire 
body. The association went into executive ses- 
sion and for hours struggled with the problem 
of how to make each road satisfied with an al- 
lotment which represented about one-half the 
business each thought to be its proper share. 
After a session extending until nearly dark the 
representatives present gave it up for the day, 
and willtackle the knotty question again this 
morning. 

One of the leading men inthe association said 
last night: “What have we done? Abso- 
lutely nothing yet, and it is beginning to 
be doubtful if any resuit short of a dis- 
agreement will be reached. The total 
business 1s represented by 100 per cent. The 
combined roads have put in claims which argre- 
gate over 200 per cent., and naturally nothing 
can be accomplished until some general reduc- 
tion in the demands are made, At the moment 
no one road is disposed to back down, and until 
thisis done the deadlock must continue. The 
roads who were content to keep at last year’s 
percentages apparently would consent to a new 
arrangement on the same basis, but the apnpli- 
cants for an increased percentage still insist 
upon a recognition aitber in part or the whole 
ot their claims, and there the matter rests.”

HONORABLE DISCHARGES WANTED. 

Some veterans of the United States 
Volunteer Marine Artillery of New-York met 
last evening at the office of Lient. M. O'Malley, 
No, 120 West Twenty-seventh-street, to consider 
the formation of a veteran association. The ob- 


ject is to gain recognition from the War Depart- 
ment of the right of the members to honorable 
discharges and to arrearsof pay. They were 
enlisted in 1861, to form a partof Gen, Burn- 
side’s command at Roanoke Jsland,and then 
numbered 2,000 men. They were promised the 
py of sailors in the navy, $18 a month. 
from 1861 to 1863 they saw service upon 
unboats at the naval battles of Roanoke 
sland, New-Berne, Elizabeth City, Plymouth, 
and Fort Macon. Thirteen dollarsa month was 
offered them. Some of chem refused to take less 
than the contract price and others took what 
they could get. They discovered after the war 
that in the cases of many of them the War 
Departmeut bore them on its records as desert- 
ers. It happened in this way: In 1863, when 
tbe mariue artillery regiment was disbanded. its 
members were scattered all along the Eastern 
coast in gunboats, launches, steamboats, and 
— craft. Honorabie discharges were to be 
gtven the men at New-Berne, N. C., but many of 
them were hundreds of miles distant, and bur- 
ried home iu ignorance of the order, Three 
hundred of them, too, were drafted into an 
Illinois regiment. To-day the Marine Volunteer 
Artillery of New-York stands almost toa man 
on the rolis of the War Office as deserters. To 
right these wrongs is tbe object of the veie- 
rans. Last evening the temporary Secretary, 
Lieut. F. O*’Malley, was directed to notify all the 
known veterans in the State by mail, to attend 
a meeting at the same plage next Tuesday even- 
ing to form a permanent organization.

Ho was 
able to do this because of the full confidence 
these small customers placed in nim. Having 
obtained the freight bills, he would pay the 
freight and take the goods away, and, after de- 
livering to his customers the quantities they re- 
quired, would sell the remainder_and larger 
portion and pocket the proceeds. Without be- 
ing able to say exactly what the extent of Ab- 
bott’s thefts was, Mr, Moorehouse thought that

CESSFULLY COVERED. 
ASSERTION THAT HE WILL SOON RETURN— 
SOMETHING ABOUT A BANK CHECK— 
CREDITORS BRINGING SUITS. 

Deputy Sheriff Burke, who has been 
seeking ex-Sheriff Alexander V. Davidson with 
an order of arrest since last Friday, received 
information yesterday that Mr. Davidson was 
within halt an hour’s ride of this city. This in- 
formation, however cheering in the abstract, 
was indefinite concerning the exact locality in 
which Mr. Davidson might be found, nor was 
the added information that Mrs. Davidson was 
atthe homo of her sister in Brooklyn of any 
more tangible value. However, it was further 
said that Mr. Davidson would return within 
three days and settle up his affairs to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. Deputy Shenff Burke 
will not relax his efforts to find Mr. Davidson, 
notwithstanding theso comforting assurances. 
In all probability he will shadow the Brooklyn 
house, if he can find it, in the hope of getting a 
clue to Mr. Davidson's hiding place. Rumor 
yesterday had Mr. Davidson in Garfield, N. J., 
in Hot Springs, Ark., and in Montreal. Many 
persons thought that he had not left the city, 

It was said yesterday by a Deputy Sheriff, 
whose ability to speak by the card is second only 
to that of Mr. Davidson, that the recent post- 
ponements of the sale of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company’s personal property and 
real estate, to satisfy a judgment in favor of the 
State for $182,000, were due not so much to any 


legal obstacles as to Mr. Davidson’s desire to 
please the company, Mr. Davidson’s anxiety to 
make things pleasant for the company was said 
to have been broughtabout by the company’s 
recognition of Mr. Dayidson’s abilities as 
Sheriff, and that this recognition took 
the tangible form of a check for some- 
thing like $2,500. The Deputy who gave 
this information pointed out a second 
Deputy, who after some hesitation admitted 
that he had carried the check from the Western 
Union omeneny to Mr. Davidson during the 
closing days of last December. The possibility 
that this check might have been the amount of 
poundage which is allowed the Sheriff on every 
sale made was presented to the mind of Mr, 
Aarons last evening. Mr. Aarons said that he 
didn’t know much about it, but it was his opin- 
ion that the poundage forthe sale had not been 
paid in advance. Mr. Aarons was ina position 
to know, for the reason that he himself had 
made the Western Union levy and had aban- 
doned the gale of the company’s personal prop- 
ry on poundage in the sale would amount 

oO $1,625. 

Mr. Davidson's flight and his failure to return 
yesterday caused John W. Wilson & Co., the 
plaintiffs in the suit in which the order of arrest 
was granted, to apply to the Supreme Court for 
an order requiring Assemblyman BE. J. Shelley, 
who has power of attorney over Mr, Davidson’s 
affairs, to pay over to the United States Trust 
Company, to the credit of the action, anything 
that may accrue to Mr. Davidson as fees in the 
outstanding business. The motion was made by 
Henry W. Sackett, who said that all that his 
clients wanted was security pending the verdict 
inthe suit. W. Bourke Cockran, counsel for 
Mr. Davidson's interests, protested against the 
granting of the order in so faras it did not 
allow Mr. Shelley any discretion in the matter. 
suaue Barrett granted the motion and issued the 
order. 

Jacques D. Myers, Moses Lindenbaum, and 
Lippman Tannenbaum applied to Judge Barrett, 
in the Supreme Court, Chambers, for the ~ 
pointment of a custodian for certain property 
attached by ex-Sheriff Davidson on a Judgment 
obtained by them against Kossuth Marx & Co, 
tor $28,510 84. The property is now in possession 
ot Assemblyman Shelley as Mr. avidson’s 
agent. It was argued that Mr. Davidson had 
absconded, and that as bis bonds had been ex- 
hausted his bondsmen were no longer Hable for 
any claims against him. Mr. Shelley, it was fur- 
ther claimed, was not responsible, Judge Bar- 
ett took the papers and reserved his decision. 
Mr. Davidson’s bonds were exhausted last No- 
vember. Baudendehl & Schrieber, whose judg- 
ment for $22,514 40 against Stehr & Krager, 
caused ex-Under Sheriff Aarons’s arrest on Mon- 
day, lodged ajudgment against Mr. Davidson 
for the amount, and Mr, Davidson’s bondsmen 
were compelled to pay itasfar as their bonds 
would go. It is said that the bondsmen had 
previously been obliged to make good some 
smaller judgments against Mr. Davidson, It 
was claimed by friends of Mr. Davidson yester- 
day that bis official debts did not aggregate 
more than $6,000, including the $2,816 48 in the 
Ernest L. Dawson matter. His private debts 
might swell the total to $20,000. 

Mr, Aarons yesterday furnished a third bonds- 
man in the suit against him in the person of 
Gerson Mayer, a cattle dealer. He professed hig 
ability of coming out of his trouble in good 
shape. Itisclaimed by Mr. Davidson's friends 
that he owes Mr. Davidson considerable sums of 
money, which he is unwilling to pay.

YRENCH WRITERS. 


When Mme. Henry Grévillestepped upon 
the platform at Chickering Hall yesterday 
afternoon to talk upon ‘ Unobjectionable 
French Novels” she started back in surprise, as 
the usually bare platform had been tastefully 
arranged and decorated with tropical plants and 
tall palms, giving it the appearance of a huge 
warden. On the desklay a large bouquet of 
white roses, Which she occasionally took up dur- 
ing the talk. The audience was a very large one, 
and included a good proportion of gentlemen, 
and every one remained until the Jast word had 
been spoken, 

“Just what is proses to bring into the family 
circle,” she said in French, “isa subject de- 
manding the utmost care and good judgement. 
A oy husband does not permit himself either 
to buy or read a book which, brought into the 
family, would create embarrassment. In my 
judgment itis not absolutely necessary that a 
novel should be absolutely moral, so long as its 
aims and tendencies are in tbe direction of good 
morals, An editorial is more effective than half 
a dozen novels, let them be as puré and moral as 
may be. A sermon, or series of sermons, is not 
literature, so we will pass on to an examination 
of the modern French romances worthy to en- 
ter innocent homes,and be read with pleasure 
and profit by all in the family.” 

The lecturer then, in a few words, madea 
brief and critical analysis of the modern French 
writers, placing above all the san Alphonse 
Daudet, and alluding especially to the wonder- 
ful delineations of character in his ‘*Contes du 
Lund,” “Le Petit Chase,” and “ Tarta- 
rin de Tarasson.” “After Daudet,” con- 
tinued Mme. Grévillie, “I name Victor 
Cherbuliez, whose style is wonderfully correct 
and pure and whose works resemble in their 
conception and construction those of the great- 
est of all modern French romancers, George 
Sand.” Octave Feuillet was dismissed with a 
few words, and the novelist then reviewed in 
rapid succession the works of Erckmann-Chat- 
rian, Edmond About, Ludovico Halévy, André 
Theuriet, of whose style she remarked that it 
was the veritable salt of literature. Jules 
Sandeau she described as the creator of tho 
modern romance, and one who has had but few 
equals. Of Ferdinand Fabre she said that she 
was bold enough to declare without any fear of 
denial that he had more latent and true literary 
ability than Alphonse Daudet, but was so indo- 
lent that he had failed toimpress his country- 
men with a just sense of his merits. The works 
of allthese, she declared, bearing in mind the 
Statement made at the opening of her talk, 
might be considered unobjectionable for family 
reading, and when read and understood prop- 
erly they would fairly offset the hostile and too 
often just criticism passed upon modern French

THE MANCHESTER WEAVERS. 


—_——__o-_——— 
THEY REFUSE'‘THE MILL TERMS. AND VOTE 
TO STAY OUT. 
MancueEster, N. H., Feb. 16.—The strik- 
ing weavers of the Amoskeag Mills, at a meet- 
ing this afternoon, several thousand operatives 
being present, voted, without 4 dissenting voice, 
to stay out. There was much discussion, some 
of it exciting, preceding this action, but the talk 
was, on the whole, temperate in tone, the lead- 
ers counseling moderation and orderly conduct, 
Spéeches were madein French and German as 
well as in English. A statement of Agent 
Straw, made a few hours before at a 


conference with a committee of the strik- 
ers, was read in the meeting, so that 
the position of the corporation was olearly un- 
derstood before the yote to stay out was passed. 
In this statement Agent Straw said: ‘* We will 
open our gates to all who choose to return to 
work whenever we can feel reasonably sure of 
doing so without disturbance in the yard. Those 
persons known to us to have assaulted others or 
interfered with others in their work on sag A 
morning will not be again employed by this 
Company: Asthe weavers here are earning as 
much or more than on any other corpora- 
tion we can learn of we feel that we 
are doing you full justice in the increase 
offered, and we believe that on further 
reflection you will agree with us.” This increase 
is from 6 to 10 per cent., according to the grades 
of work, the rates offered corresponding with 
the pew rates adopted in Lowell. The demand 
which the strikers’ committee made was for an 
increase twice as large, and in some grades 
larger. Agent Straw says that it would increase 
the pay rolls at least $500,000 a year. The strike 
originated among 200 or 800 French and German 
weavers, and their boisterous demonstrations 
occasioned discontent among the others. Itis be- 
lieved that the strike will not be of long dura- 
tion. The Amoskeag people say that the other 
corporations are ready to sustain them in a gen- 
eral lockout if necessary. The strikers+to-night 
have-made no hostile demonstrations. 





SCIENTIFIC AGRICULTURE, 


PRESIDENT ADAMS, OF CORNELL, LEOTURES 
ON THE SUBJECT. 

IrnHaoca, N. Y., Feb. 16.-—A farmers’ insti- 
tute is being held at Cornell University at which 
delegates from all parts of this State and from 
Pennsylvania are in attendance. The first-ses- 
sion of the institute was held this morning and 
sessions wili continue to-morrow and Thursday. 
Among those in attendance are J. 8. Woodward, 
of the Rural New-Yorker; Henry BE. Alvord, 
director of? Houghton Farm; J. ©. Sibley, of 
Franklin, Penn., and W. B. Powell, the noted 
breeder of draught and trotting horses-of Spring- 
borough, Penn. President Adams delivered an 
address this evening entitled ‘“* A Plea for Scien- 


tific Agriculture.” He treated the subject from 
the standpoint of the historian. He concluded 
by saying: ‘ Weseo in the example of England 
and Continental Europe wnat needs to be done. 
Agricultural journals have the great work be- 
fore them of bringing these lessons to the peo- 
ple. Colleges have been established in the differ- 
ent States, and notwithstanding some cases of 
mismanagement the great fact is that they 
must be relied on as the principal means 
by which directly or indirectly the 
farmers are to taught how they are 
to better e condition a their lands. 
Agricultural journals must take up the work 
of the classroom and the laboratory and carry 
the results to the farmers. This, then, is my 
plea for scientific agriculture, Let colleges be 
supported. Let experiment stations be estab- 
lished, and let wise men be employed to conduct 
them. Let careful experiments be made fo 
testing the soils and the conditions of larger an 
more permanent returns, Let the results o 
these experiments, carefully collated and edited, 
besown broadcast throughout our country. Only 
in such ways are the most important of all the 
resources of our country to be developed.”

NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 16.—The Senate 
spent most of the morning and all the afternoon 
in the discussion of Senator Chase’s anti-Staten 
Island Sound bill, The bill provides that no 
bridge shall be constructed over inter-State nav- 
igable waters unless the plans are first submitted 
to and approved by the State Legislature.

Senator Fish, of 
Essex, made a long speech in opposition to Sen- 
ator Chase, its introducer, on the authority of 
Major Burr, the Government engineer, that 
$848,000 had been expended in improving the 
tacilities of Staten Island Sound, and that $2,000,- 
000 more is to be expended in the same direction. 
He described the sound as one of the greatest 
waterways in the world, and was sure that the 
— of the proposed bridge would do great 
narm to navigation. ; 

Other Senators took a hand in the discussion, 
Their addresses were practically those advanced 
on the petition memorlalizing Congress not to 
give authority for the bridge without the con- 
sent of the State. No vote was taken. 

In the House, the Jersey City bridge bill, re- 
moving the injunction that stands in the way of 
the bridge atthe gap at the foot of Washing- 
ton-street, was favorably reported. Mr. Scheele, 
of Paterson, tried to have the report tabled, but 
his motion was not even seconded, andthe bill 
goes upon the calendar.

THE POSTMASTERS* CONVENTION.

those public servants. The expenses of the 
offices are out of all proportion to the salaries 
paid, and as these have to be paid by the 
officers out of their slender salaries they 
consume in all cases the greater part, 
and in most cases more than three-quarters of 
the compensation paid by the Government. 
** We recognize,” the report says, * in the Post- 
masters’ National Association, as ordered to be 
formed by this convention, the official repre- 
sentative of the third and fourth class Post- 
masters of the United States. To them we dele- 
gate the duty of preparing a memorial to Con. 
Sage specifying in particular the tg ae ety 
n the present postal law as affecting salaries and 
compensation, authorizing them to prepare and 
have submitted to Congress suitable legislation 
looking to relief.” 

The Committee on Money Orders recommend 
that * the letter of advice’’ be abolished as cum- 
bersome, and that the name of the payee and re- 
mitter be written on the face of the orderanda 
copy entered on astub afterthe style of the 
present postal note, The committee also recom- 
mended that the fees charged on issuing money 
orders be reduced and graded as follows: $lto 
$10, 8 cents; $10 to $15, 10 cents; $15 to $30, 15 
gents; $30 to $50, 20 cents; $50 to $75, 25 cents;

KENTUCKY DISTILLERS IN COUNCIL. 

Lexineton, Ky., Feb. 16.—The meeting 
of the Kentuoky Distillers’ Association here to- 
day was in response to a call from the Secretary, 
whourged that the vital interests of distillers‘ 
wore at stake and-could be averted only by the 
most rigid conservatism. The paralysis of the 
wineand spirit trade in foreign.countries and 
the great depression in our own were also used 


as arguments to bring members of the associa- 
tion together. The Secretary was evidently out 
of the way in his remarks. Although there was 
@ necessity for concerted action on the part of 
the distillers, there was no panicky teeling in 
the market for Kentucky whiskies, and con- 
servatism only was necessary. The representa- 
tion of distilleries was large, about two-thirds 
being present of the members of the associa- 
tion, which has 45 distillers enrolled under its 
banners. But little was done this afternoon, the 
distillers giving inthe amount of their produc- 
tion for the last five years, and the amount of 
their capacity past and present. To-night a 
secret session was held, the result of 
which jis not yet known. Although the 
association represents 75 per cent. of the mash- 
ing capacity of the distillories in the State, there 
are some outside who have made contracts for 
1886, and cannot consistently join an association 
which regulates the production of distilleries, 
How to deal with these isthe problem which is 
now being agitated, andin factit seems to be 
the only way to let them alone or impress on 
them the importance of conservatism which 
would benefit every one inand outof the as- 
sociation. The meeting is practically a failure. 





LABOR NOTES. 

BEVERLY, Mass., Feb. 16.—The shoe man- 
ufacturers here have for some days been consid- 
ering a demand foran advance averaging 80 per 
cent. in wages. This afternoon the 200 employes 
at Wallis, Kilham & Bray's shopstruck, although 
the firm had offered to e@rbitrate.

PARSON WHITES STORY 


HETHINKS HE WAS BLA CKMAILER 
BY THE REV, MR. Goss. 

WHY HE PAID MONEY FOR THE CARE OF 
ELFREDA ROBINSON—NO WRINGING oF 
HANDS NOR ADMISSION OF GUILT. 

The trial of the Rev. Benjamin F. White 
on the charge of committing an assault upon 
Miss Elfreda Robinson, at Purdy’s Station, was 
continued yesterday at White Plains. As on the 
four previous days of the trial the court room 
was filled with spectators. Tho first witness 
called was the Rev. Dr. L. H. King, who remem. 
bered the visit to Mr. Goss’s house, at Philmont, 
in December, 1884, in company with Mr. C. Hy, 
Travis. He saw Mr. White there, but did not 
notice that his face was cloudea or his eyes red, 
as thouch he had been weeping, but that he was 
smoking. Mrs. Lola Josephine White, the wife 
of the defendant, in describing their house at 
Purdy's Station, said there was a stovepipe hole 
between the dining room, in which the assault 
is claimed to have been committed, and the bed- 
room above,in which she is supposed to have 
been sitting at the time of the alleged assault, 
and that from the latter room she could 
hear the clock tick in the room _ below.

Arthur Palmer had visited Miss Robinson 
at Philmont a few days before the latter came to 
the witness’s house. Miss Robinson had said 
they were engaged, and she had asked the wit- 
ness if she thought she could live on $400 a year, 
Miss Robinson was also acquainted with ayoung 
man named Whitcomb, and received letters from 


m. 

The important witness of the day was the de. 
fendant. He isa little man, about 5 feet 5 inches 
in height. He took the stand apparently ver 
willingly, and was calm and collected all throu 
the examination and cross-examination. Hig 
testimony was to the following effect: “I wa 
born in Penryn, Cornwall County, England, an 
am 85 years of age. I have been a clergyman 
for 10 years,and for eight years have known 
Mr. Goss. I became acquainted with Elfreda 
Robinson in 1881, when she worked for his fam- 
ily, in Greenville. On Dec, 22, 1884, there was a 
reopening of the Rey. Mr. Goss’s church, 
at Philmont, and I was in the vyil- 
lage. I met Dr. King, Mr. Travis, and 
Mr. Goss, and the latter suggested that 
we go to the parsonage. Goss and | walked 
ahead, and Dr. King and Mr, Travis followed a 
little way behind, Goss said to me when wa 
were out of hearing of the others: ' White, we 
are in great trouble, There is a secret in our 
family that no one but us and the authorities at 
Albany must know, Elfreda is pregnant. We 
have taken her to the Albany City Hospital, 
where she is under the care of Dr. Snow, who 
has promised silence.’ I said to him that I was 
very sorry, because Elfreda had been at my 
house, and suspicion might be directed toward 
me. He then said that if any one were ta 
be suspected it would be Arthur Palmer. 
as they were keeping company. I told 
bim I would do all I could for them, and sug- 
goeted that he ask the advice of Dr. King and 

{r. Travis. He replied, ‘No, they must never 
know it. You must help us.’ I said that I would 
do ali [ could to assist them. By this time we 
had reached the parsonage. AsI was going in I 
saw Elfreda in the kitchen sewing. I was going 
toward her, when she put up her hand and cau- 
tioned silence, seeing Dr. King and Mr. Travis 
oueeeee. Ithen went in with them. Mr. Goss 
and his wife came in and suggested that Igou 
stairs with them, and I did so. Mrs. Goss askec 
if I had heard of their trouble, and I re- 
plied that had. She then asked me 
if I could not help them, so that it wouid never 
come to the surface, to which I answered that I 
would do‘all I could, asit was known Elfreda had 
been at my house, andI might be suspected, 
She then asked, * How can we manage to pay the 
expenses? lLagain said 1 would help them, and 
took out of my pocket $50 and said: ‘If thig 
will help you, you may take it.'. They enjoined 
upon me the necessity of refraining from men- 
tioning the trouble to my wife, forif it got out 
they said it would ruin them. I gave them my 
promise to keep it a secret. 

“When I left for home Mr. Goss accompanied 
me to the station, and again urged upon me the 
necessity of silence and secrecy. My face wag 
not clouded, as testified to by Mr. Travis, not 
were my eyes red from weeping. During the in« 
terview I did not wring my hands, nor say 1 wat 
guilty, nor assume al] the biame, as has been 
testified to. Mr. Goss never charged me with 
anything until the case was laid before my Pre- 
siding Hider, Dr. G. H. Gregory, without my 
knowledge. I saw Mr. Goss again on Jan. 
1, 1885, and he wanted more money. 
I then realized I had mace a mistake in making 
the first payment in this business and that I had 
placed myself in an unpleasant position. 
asked him if he had not made a request for aid 
from his mother, who I understood was in good 
circumstances. He said his mother did not 
know it, and never should, for it was too grave 
asecret. He went on to say that he had had all 
his wite’s family to take care of. I then let him 


have $50. 

“T saw him again on Feb. 16, at 
Golden’s Bridge, and he asked me _ for 
more money. I said: ‘Will, this is a little 
too much.’ He said: ‘If you will help me 
through I will pay it back when this affair blows

Oo my last dollar. The next time I met him was 
at Conference in April, when I let him have $50. 
He had asked for $100. At Millerton, on April 
28, he asked for $10, and I told him he must be 
hard vi 3 to borrow $10. Ilet him have $8, and 
subsequently sent him the $2 in a letter. 
At a paces at Pawline’s, by appoint- 
ment, he told me6 the Rey. Mr. Travis 
hated me, and might have circulated stories that 
were afloat. He asked me if I could let him 
have some more money. I told him no, but be- 
fore we parted promised to let bim have some in 
two weeks. I afterward gave him $50. I asked 
for permission to tell my wife what I was doing, 
but he would not agree So it. We met again at 
Philmont on July 24 hen I went to the pare 
sonage Mrs. Goss said, ‘ We have lied so much 
about it that I suspect every time I see any one 
that they know the truth.’ Mr.Goss said, * There is 
just one thing that can save us, and that is 
money. We oan then live the matter down.’ I 
let him have $25, and promised to send $10 more. 
I never asked tforastatement from Elfreda re- 
lieving me from any criminality, I do not 
know what ne did with the money I gave him. 
I never had any arrangement with him to write 
in ambiguous language. I never consulted 
counsel until after I was arrested.” : 

On cross- rominanon Mr. White said his salary 
was about $1, and perquisites. He believed 
afterward that Mr. Goss was biackmailing him, 
aud that his advances of money were used as an 
argument against him. He knew Carrie Light, 
but he never madeany indecent proposal to her, 
He also knew Mrs. Hannah M. Multer, but had 
oy assaulted her. The case will be continued 
to-day.

DISPUTED ACRE OF LAND 


- _—_——-o 
JAY GOULD WANTED AS A wit. 
NESS IN THE CASE. 

A SUIT WHICH RECALLS A PERIOD WHEN 
MR. GOULD WAS A TANNER AND- DIDN'T 
SAIL THE SEAS IN A YACHT. 

Bann Cut, Wayne County, Penn., Feb. 
16.—President Judge Seeley, of the Wayne Coun- 
ty Courts, having granted a ruleon the attor 
neys for the defendants in the suit of Mary Jane 
Ganachan against J. L, Simons and wife to pro- 
duce all papers in their case at the March term 
of court, the rule being absolute, counsel are 
busy hunting up evidenceand obtaining affi- 
davits in this place and elsewhere. The case has 
been put over from time to time on the plea of 
Inability of the defense to secure needed evi- 
fence. Itis claimed that among the affidavits 
wanted that are material to the interests of the 
flefendants is one from Jay Gould. In fact, it is 


pn alieged transactions of Gould and his old-time 
partner, the late Col. Zadoch Pratt, of Pratts- 
ville. N. ¥., that the defendants depend for the 
streogth of their case. 

Thirty years ago the Delaware and Lacka- 
wanna Railroad was being built through this 
region. The road had been finished as far as 
Tovyhanna, on the Pocono Mountains, a few 
miles east of this place. There was a hotel at 
Tobyhanna kept by a widow named Eliza Jane 
Haley. Col. Pratt had just discovered Jay Gould 
surveying for a map in the wilds of Ulster 
County and had,taken him in partnership with 
him ana started the big tannery in the wilder- 
ness 10 miles back from Tobyhanna, with Jay 
Gould in full charge. Pratt, on his visits to this 
region, made his headquarters at Mrs. Haley's 
tavern, and Jay Gould wasa frequent guest at 
the house. Mrs. Haley was an excellent hostess. 
and in entertaining Pratt and Gould she exerted 
herself particularly. Her efforts pleased both of 
her guests, and they frequentiy gave her as- 
Burances to that effect. 

Mrs. Hailey had a handsome daughter, who was 
then 16 years of age. Mary Jane Haley was 
much sought by the marriageable young men of 
that sparsely settled neighborhood, but she was 
partial to the attention of Jacob D. Coon, a 
wealthy raiiroad contractor, who was building a 
section of the new road. John L. Simons, of th 
contracting firm of Simons, Buel & Co., was also 
engaged in the work, and boarded at Mrs, 
Haley’s hotel. He acted as adviser and confi- 
fential agent for Mrs. Halev, and as guardian for 
her minor daughter. Tobyhanna was the ship- 
ping point for Pratt & Gould’s tannery, but when 
the railroad was completed as far as Sand Cut 
the firm had a station here, which was given the 
name of Gouldsborough, for Jay Gould, a name 
it stili bears. Gouldsborough was 11 miles from 
the tannery. Pratt and Gould contracted with 
Jacob D. Coon to build a plank road from the 
station to the tannery, and in part payment for 
the work assigned to him an acre of land any- 
where on the tract they owned about the station, 
they having purcbased the most of the property 
in the vicinity, Coon made over his assignment 
to Solomon Edwards in payment for lumber 
purchased of him and used in buiJding the plank 
road. 

In December, 1859, on a <7 of Mary 
Haley, the widow’s minor child, Jacob D, 
Coon was arrestec, and, in settlementof the 
charge made against him, he assigned to her 
guardian, John L. Simons, for her benefit, an 
acre of land valued at $300. In the meantime 
Solomon Edwards, who believed that Goulds- 
borcugh was destined to become an important 
business centre, notified Pratt & Gould to locate 
the acre of land they had assigned to Coon, and 
which Coon hadinturn assignedtohim. Ed- 
wards chose the Jocationon the north side of 
the plank road, next to the railroad station, He 
intended to build a hote) on the property. Jay 
Gould carried the tape line himself in running 
putthe acre. After the work was done, accord- 
ing to the affidavit of J. L. Simons, who was 
present, Gould turned to Simons and said: 

** Now the coast is clear. Edwards has got his 
land. What we want now is to see Mrs. Haley 
have a hotel here.” 

Simons told Gould that Mrs. Haley had no 
money to build a hotel. Gould replied that 
Pratt & Gould would see to that, ould then 
ran out an acre of land on the south side of the 
plank road, opposite Edwards's claim, and after- 
ward the firm furnished the lumber and men to 
put up a hotel, and when it was completed Mrs. 
Haley was installed in it as hostess. John L. 
Simons married the Widow Haley, and in time 
Pratt & Gould wero paid back the money they 
had invested in the hotel. Simons and his wife 
have lived in the notel ever since, and in their 
old age have met with such serious financial re- 
verses that they are penniless, 

A daughter was born to Mary Jane Haley in 
1859. The child grew to womanhood, and is now 
the wife of the richest citizen of Sand Cut, and 
the mother of several children. Her mother 
married a well to do farmer named Ganaghan, 
The scandal of 30 yearsago had been forgotten 
by the older residents, and was unknown to the 
present generation in this neighborhood when it 
was dragged to the light a year ago by Mrs, 
Ganaghan herself against the protests of every 
one else interested in keeping it buried by the 
bringing of asuit to eject her mother and step- 
father from the premises they have occupied for 
nearly 30 years. In her complaint Mrs. Ganaghan 
alleges that the contract for the acre of land as- 
signed by Jacob D. Coon to J. L. Simons for her 
benefit, in settlement of the charge she brought 
against Coon in 1859, was reassigned by Simons to 
himself, and that the land is that on which the 
hotel was built at Goldsborough, which proper- 
ty bas been wrongfully occupied by Simons and 
bis wife ever since. Itis upon the affidavits of 
Jay Gould and others, yet unobtained, that 5Si- 
‘mons depends to show that the hotel prop- 
arty was an entirely different tract from the one 
Coon assigned to his stepdaughter, and thus save 
his and his aged wife’s home in their old age, 

J. L. Simons insists that after Jay Gould haa 
run his career at the Gouldsborough tannery, 
and abandoned the place without a dollar, he 
loaned the future railroad king $5 to go away 
with. Simons always drove Gould from the 
station to the tannery when he returned from 
his trips to New-York. When the tannery be- 
came bankrupt Simons received word from 
Gould one day to drive in to the tannery after 
him. Simons did so. On the way back, when 
they were within a mile or so of the station, 
Simons says that Gould turned suddeuly to him 
pnd asked himif be could joan him $5. Simons 
did so unhesitatingly, and asked Gould if thas 
would be enough, to which Gould replied, 
* Pienty.”

WHY THEIR OONPIRMATION IS OPPOSED— 

THE MAINE ConTESsT IN 1879. 

From the Springfiel ‘Republican, Feb. 1%. 

The Democratio Party was wholly un- 
prepared for ita victory in 1884. It very feebly 
comprehended the responsibilities-of power. It 
had not fora longtime believed in itself; it re. 
garded itself with apology and dismissed the.sub- 
ject as soon as possibie. How else can it be 
possible that leading members of the Adminis- 
tration were painfully surprised when they 
learned that there was objection to the appoint- 
ment of Pillsbury and Chase on account of the 
Garcelon affair? Who was Garcelon? Where 


is Maine? and what was Garcelon's affair? 
These were some of the guestions which met 
the first remonstrances against the appointment 
of these men. The Massachusetts Democracy 
had “ signed” for ia gentng évery man of them. 
If any of them felt any disgust at the proceed- 
ing they successfully dissembled it. The Presi- 
dent saw the “ papers” on file, all pronouncing 
unmistakably in favor of Eben F. Pillsbury. 
There was no other candidate, no contestant, no 
protest: Mr. Cleveland had not then tearned 
that men sign recommendations for his eye and 
then curse his stypidity for not rejecting the 
recommendee. So Pillsbury was appointed In- 
ternal Revenue Collector for Eastern M hu< 
setts, And Chase for Maine, 

What then was the Garoelon affair? It isa 
short story. In 1879 Goy. Garcelon, being then 
Democratic Governor of Maine, was a candidate 
for re-election. There was no election by the 
people, the Constitution requiring a majority of 
the popular vote. Election devolved on the 
Legislature, in which the Republicans bad s ma- 
jority of 7in the Senate and 28 inthe House. 
The counting of the votes lay in the Governor's 
Council, and that body, by throwing out the cer- 
tificates from five cities and by exhausting every 
device of technicality against the certificates of 
other members, fixed up a rump Legislature of 
78 members in the House anda bare quorum 1n 
theSenate. Four persons to whom certificates 
had been issued for membership in the House re- 
fused to take their seats, reducing that body be- 
low a quorum. 

Gov. Garcelon had in the meantime submitted 
12 questions to the Supreme Court, which unan- 
{mously rejected the sophistry of the revolu- 
tionists and upheld the rights of the lawfully 
elected legislative bodies to assemble and deter- 
mine the elections, returns, and qualifications of 
their own members. Soon after Gov. Garcelo 
had sworn in the rump Senate and House his 
term expired, and he placed Major-Gen. Cham- 
berlain, of the State militia, in charge of the 
State property and rétired from office. The law- 
fully elected members of the two bodies then 
assembled, organized as usual, elected Dantel 
Davis Governor, and “the war was over.” 

Pillsbury and Chase were at the time high in 
the councils of the Maine gece t is 
claimed that their personal responsibility for 
this disgraceful attempt to steal a State has 
been exaggerated. Possibly; but neltber of 
them availed himselt of a magnificent oppor- 
tunity to differ openly and publicly with the 
Governor and Council in their course, much less 
to protest against it, while both were his con- 
stant advisers and Chase was a member of the 
Council. 

A year or two after Pilisbury moved to Massa- 
chusetts, and the Massachusetts Democracy with 
extraordinary leniency, stupidity, and shortness 
of memory all joined in the effort to betray the 
Administration into a thoroughly disreputable 
and discreditable appointment. The Democratio 
Party cannot afford to go back and pick up all 
the heroes of its unsavory past and attempt to 
deodorize them by the incense of President 
Cleveland’s success. The Senators from Maine 
and Massachusetts are doing the Administration 
a high favor in attempting to defeat the confir- 
mation of these men, a favor which we have 
reason to: believe will be as highly appreciated.

A- WOMAN BURIED WITH MILITARY HON-

JAPAN'S FIRST PARLIAMENT.

The constitutional changes in Japan 
may appear somewhat obscure to the ordinary 
reader unversed in the mysteries of far Eastern 
politics, but they may be described in a few 
words. In 1890 the first Parliament of Japan is 
to be elected, and in order to prepare for repre. 
sentative government it bas been necessary to 
— away the Supreme Council of State 
which has hitherto practically ruled the country 
under the Mikado himself. The heads of depart- 
ments will now form a Cabinet, each member of 
which is directly and personally responsible to 
the Sovereign. The German system is taken as 
the model to be followed as closely as possible, 
although it may be oe me that the Japanese 
Premier may get on better with his Parliament 
than Prince Bismarck does with the Reichstag.

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DRUNKENNESS IN FRANOE.

Parts Letter to the London Truth. 
Drunkenness used not to be a French 
vice; but what with the destruction of the vines 
by;the phylloxera, the manufacture of brandy 
out-of beet root and potatoes, the beer devoid of 
malt and hops which ftoods the cafés,and the 
drugged wine, the race is going to the dogs in 
the towns. That ability which makes the 
Frenchman a great artist renders him unable to 
resist the noxious effects of alcohol on the nerv~ 


ous system. When the artisan earning good 
Wages goes to dine at a gargote he begins with a 
nip of vermouth or absinthe, which is at once an 
irritant andastimulant. Then he drinks half a 
litre of “manufactured” wine, in which there is 
nota drop of grape juice. After his coffee he 
takes a pousse café of beet rootor potato weaned? 
on which he pours a chasse café, and finally 
a e. The rincette is all that remains 
in the carafon or brandy decanter of the 
liquor, which is thrown into the coffee cup to 
rinse out the sugar remaining at the bottom. At 
gala dinners half a dozen different kinds of wine 
are served; and there is not a Minister or leading 
Deputy or Senator who does not dine out four 
or five times a week. Formerly there used to be 
asmall genuine wine to be drank with water, 
and then Bordeaux and Burgunody daa 35 
had time to grow mild in the cellar. ous 
avons changé tout cela.” The ordinaire is a 
rough, strong beverage from Libourne. It is 
followed at soup by a fiery vintage of the sherry 
or Madeira type, which 1s twice offered, This is 
because the Orleans Princes have been Gying to 
make that dreadful zucco of the Duc d’Aumale 
the fashion. Chablis is served with the oysters 
and afterward the glasses are successively filled 
with Bordeaux, Burgundy, hock, champagne, 
and Lunel. The “champagne,” in 19 cases out 
of 20, is heady Vouvray. Californian champagne 
o very heady—is making its way at Parisian 
dinners. Gambetta used to leave no ree 
ceremony out when he dined en ville until his 
health broke down, when he confined himself to 
old Bordeaux, ana took very little of that, I 
have often sat opposite young Ministers and ob- 
served that they, too, ran the gantlet of all | 
seven or eight wine glasses that flanke 
their plates. They were not apparently 
anything the worse for - on leav ng th 
table, and nobody would have thought o 
them with intemperance because 
they drank of all the vintages offered 
them. But it must have told on mind and health 
{in the long run,and perhaps would account 
fortheir laxity in keeping electoral promises. 
renchwomen are not often guilty of the sin of 
inebriety, ] never saw one drunk or tipsy, or in 
any way the worse for wine, although at «rand 
dinners they do as ample justice to the vintages 
set before them asany rising statesman. The 
old French statesman is generaliy sober. Olé- 
menceau is a water drinker, which, perhaps, is 
why he has never yet broken faith with 
his electors. I hear if said that the 
5 o’cloc teas do not romote tem- 
perance. JI4queurs are served at them, and 
at 6 o’clock rere is a mild liquoring-up by ladies 
who attend them at fashionable2confectioners’, 
and notably at the-cake shop in the Rue de 
Rivoli facing the Bodega. The fair drinkers of 
nips, I should in justice add, are more often for- 
eign than native. One of the British Duchesses, 
who often follows the swallows, patronizes this 
cake shop. Orientals who affect to revere the 
eh ee transgress here his order not to drink 
ermented liquors. Prince Taieb would not 
take a drop of wine, even were his doctor to 
prescribe it as medicine. But his servants, who 
are nearly all of bis religion, spend their even- 
ingsin drinking shops near the Eden Theatre. 


A GREAT: COLLEOTION OF TRACTS. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

The York Institute at Saco is one-.of 
those historical mines where you may find 
cracked and faded oii paintings of great-grand- 
fathers with tremendous watstcoats and impos- 
ing ruffles, and of great-grandmothers with a 
posy in.one hand and a book in the other; where 
you may rummage among cartloadsof moldy 


old books and pecers, explore cords of news- 
paper files, see the spinning wheel that the great- 
grandmother with the posy used to run, study 
cases of shells and stuffed birds, trifie with war 
clubs from the Fiji Islands or Revoiutionary 
sabres, holsters, and ssagive capacious can- 
teens, and, to say all, spend a day very agreeabl 
if you have the leisure. There isa full-lengt 
portrait of Col. Thomas Cutts and various 
members of his family. Col. Outts was one 
of the real estate Barons of ancient York, He 
used to drive across the country with his coach 
and six in grand style. It is said that when he 
drove to Boston or the White Mountains he al- 
ways could get relays of horses from his own 
stables slong the way, so Per and 80 widely 
scattered were bis farms and barns. No other 
man in York County could do that. The Colonel 
owned very laree tracts of land in the White 
Mountains, and his heirs, many of whom still 
live in Saco, think they have just found 1,000 
acres which have not been meted out to them 
yet. A lawyer in theirinterest gays he haa cleared 
up the title completely, and there isno doubt 
but this thousand-acre lot belongs to the Outts 
beirs. One of the valuables in the York Insti- 
tute is the Thatcher collection of tracts, Judge 
Thatcher was a historical Saco character, He 
procured everything in the shape of a tract 
that he could, and he saved them all. They have 
been bound—there are thousands of them—and 
they make 158 volumes of orthodoxy and het- 
erodoxy, religion and moral philosophy, sense 
and nonsense, the queerest hodgepodge of time- 
cllowed pamphlets that was ever put together 
n Maine, (il warrant. My guide, Mr, Oalef 
ean that ex-Gov. Washburn was very fond o 
rowsing papene these tracts. *“ He came out 
out here to leoture onoe or twice,” said Mr. 
Calef, “‘and I remember that, sitting down 
here and looking through these tracts, he be- 
came so absorbed he wouldn't go to supper, but 
staid here till it was time for him to speak.’ 
Complete files of all the newspapers ever pub- 
lished in the county, and of many other olden 
sheets,form. one of the treasures of the Institute. 





THEEBAW EIN EXILE. 
From the London Datly Neavs, 
A-correspondent sends us the followmg 
particulars of the ex-King of Burmah in his 
place of exile; “The residence selected by the 
Madras Government for King Theebaw is close 
to the Government distillery, carried on by Mr. 
Henry G. Morison, at Arcot, The house was 
built about a dozen years ago by a Jndge in the 
Indian civil service, at a cost of from £3,000 to 
£8,000. Having stood unocoupted for some tim 
it was purchased as a speculation one of th 
managers =" the distillery for £100, The new 
proprietor, however, could not find a use for 
tbe property, and after losing Interest on his 
investment for two or three years he 
e terms with the Madras Government, whioh 
ook over the property for £120. The bouse has 
en renovated and decorated at some cost for 
6 reception of his Majesty, with his two wives, 
his mother, and their suites. In aacordance 
with Burmese Court taste the rooms have been 
painted each ina different color from all the 
others. There are two or three acres of warden 
ground round the building. There is not muoh 
sport or entertainment to be had in the locality 
and the only incident to break the monotony of 
the day is the occasional arrival and departure 
of the distillery omnibus, which runs to and fro. 
between the piece and the railway station 
four miles oif, on the main line between 
Madras and Bombay. His Majesty has 
with him 80 or 40 of the famous Pigou 
ponies, & very exclusive breed, of which a mare 
was never allowed to go out ot Burmah, The 
re remarkably hardy, running from 11 to 1 
ands high. The breed is likely to become bet- 
ter known to the barbarians of the West than 
heretofore. It is understood that the Queen 
mother succeeded in removing from the Royal 
palace in the crisis a good many bricks or ingots 
of gold, and some bags of very valuable emerald 
and rubies. The barracks near by have been pu 
in repair for the accommodation of the British 
guard, The members of the Burmese Court are 
noted for their great delight in perfumes, and 
there is said to be a keen competition among the 
agents of rival perfume manufacturers of Bu- 
rope to supply the house of exile at Arcot with 
multitudinous sweet soents,even though the 
circulating medium should present itself in the 
primitive shape of ingots, emeralds, or rubies,” 





TEMPERATURE 1N SUN AND SHADE. 
From the Hartford Times, Feb. 15. 
Sunday, the Mth of February, was a 
warm, bright, and beautiful day in this region 
for the middle of the jast calendar month of 
Winter. Soon after noon, when the temperature 
inthe shade was 50°,atest was made with an- 


other thermometer, which was graded like the 
standard instrument nearly, the difference be- 
ing but 1°, and which was placed in a sheltered 
outdoor position fully exposed to the fuil 
power of thesun. it rapidly rose from 51° to 
88°, showing a difference of 87°, The hour se- 
lected, 12:45, was a little less favorable for the 
solar side of the argument than the meridian 
hour would have been, for the sun was tending 
to become temporarily obscured with the pass- 
ing clouds and did not blaze with the unim- 
peded intensity of the noon hour, but it was on 
the whole a pretty fair test, and it wag interest- 
ing as proving the actual difference of the mid- 
day temperature in sun and shade here in Con- 
necticut on u mild day in the middle of Febru- 
ary. That difference probably is greater than 
many persons would have guessed.

SEORETARY MANNING AGAIN. 
URGES A REVISION. 
ENLARGEMENT OF THE FREE ‘BIST AND 

OTHER CHANGES BRECOMMENDED—<AM-~- 
BIGUITY IN THE PRESENT STATUTES. 
Wasuinorton, Feb. 16,—Secretary Manning 'to- 


day sent to the Speaker of the House along letterupon |- 


the revision of the tariff, in which he says: 

“In my annual report I alluded to aninvitation, con~’ 
veyed in some 2,000 circular letters to our manufact- 
urers and merchants, requesting their united co-opera- 
tionin the improvement of our fiscal policy, and < 
added that the replies received will hereafter be sub- 
mitted to the consideration of Congress. I have asked 
permission of those whose communications seom to 
throw light on the subject in a legislative sense, and I 
transmit herewith the opinions of the manufacturers 
and merchants who have given me authority to do so. 

‘*My opinion in regard to our existing tariff law is 
clear and positive, and is confirmed more and more by 
every day's widening experience in the administration 
of this department. Soon after I entered thereon, less 
than a year ago, I became convinced that the tnvyesti- 
gations into the conduct of the customs service which 
had already been begun by my predecessor, Mr. McCul- 
loch, were of pressing importance, and I continued them 
with energy. The result up to the meeting of Con- 
gress is contained in my annual report. Bince that 
date the need of additional legislation has, inmy appre- 


ciation, become more imperative. Two courses are, as 
I endeavored to intimate in my annual report, open to 
Congress. One is an enlargement of the free list, a re- 
duction of the number of dutiabie articles, a prudent 
substitution of specific for ad valorem rates, and a 
thorough revision and change of the existing rates and 
system. The other is partially indicated by a recent 
Senate bill (No. 1,158, introduced last month by Sena- 
tor sidsien, which is now before me and isin the di- 
rection of deterrent legislation which shall, by more 
atringent rules and new contrivances in the form of 
fines and punishments, so operate on the fears of im- 
porters as to induce them to present truthful invoices 

d make on entry a correct declaration of the foreign 
value, These two courses are not necessarily alterna. 
tive. Both may be pursued together. 

“It would be inconvenient, if not impossible, for me 
to fully set forth all the considerations which con- 
strain me inthisopinion. Inthe daily supervision by 
the head of this department of the collection 
of tbe customs revenue at 116 separate ports 
or places of entry he naturally and neces- 
sarily, as I have discovered, receives very dis- 
tinct Impressions of what is possible and what is 
practically tmpossible in administration—the causes, 
reasons, and precise character of which cannot be de. 
fined and expressed in writing short of a stenographio 
report of all its multifarious daily business. A large 

art of the general facts and considerations which have 
nfluenced my conclusions! endeavored to exhibit in 
my annual report. The unwillingness of those who 
are not customs Officials to really aid, and not embar- 
rass, those who are charged with the execution of the 
existing tariff law, is each day most painfully im- 
pressed upon me. It is felt inthis department, not 
only when fines or punishments are to be inflicted for 
acts of omission or of commission in making entries, 
but also when the department !s, by reason of an am- 
biguity in the statute, required to decide betweena 
higher and a lower rate, The indeiiniteness of the 
language too often used in making commercial desig- 
nations and in prescribing rates, encourages domestia 
manufaoturers on the one side and importers on the 
other side to press considerations on the depart- 
ment in favor of this policy or that Bian this theory 
or that theory, suitable enough for ngress, but alto- 
gether unsuitable for an executive officer, who is re- 

uired to ascertain the intention of the lawmakers as 

est he may from the language finally sent to end ap- 

roved by the President. One sometimesis made to 

ee! that the ambiguity and confusion of the tariff 
statutes were intentional and that a controversy be- 
tween opposing selfish interests which could not be, or 
was not, adjusted in the committee room of either 
house had been transferred by a sort of common con- 
sent to this department and to the courts, ‘I'he 
influence of such ambiguity is espectally seen 
and felt in the papreising and liquidating de- 
partments, and Is, 1 suspect, at the bottom of much 
of the disorder which dishonors the customs revenus 
oy the improper practices and strifetbus engendore 
at the large ports. That ambiguity should be, firat o 
all, removed by a careful revision of the existing laws. 
A pertinent example of such ambiguity is in the 
seventh section of the tarifflaw of 1888, which has re- 
cently been interpreted by the Supreme Court, and to 
which in my annual report I asked the immediate at- 
tention of Congress. That section was most carefully 
studied by my learned predecessor, Mr. Folger, who as 
member and Ohief-Justice of the New-York Court 
of Appeals had large experience in the ex- 
amination of statutes. It was subsequently 
studied by the Attorney-General, who gave an 
elaborate opinion to this department. It was 
debated in New-York before Judge Wallace, and in- 
terpreted by him in an opinion from the bench. These 
well trained executive and judicial officers substantial- 
ly agreed in theiroconclusions. But the Justices of the 
Supreme Court were recently unamimous in condemn- 
ing as an error what had been decided. The section 
seems to have been most snecessfully drawn if am- 
biguity was sought by the draughtsman, but most 
unsuccessfully if clearness was the object. | again 
most ae, commend the section to the revision 
of Congress aided by the recent opinion of the su- 
preme Court, and urgo the announcement of a clexr 
and unmistakeble rule on the subject, under which 
the business of importution and of the iiqudating ofli- 
cers of the Custom Houses can be safely carried on, 
The task of applying the recent decision to the reliq- 
uidation of old entries, where protests and appeals 
have been made, will be fuli of perplexity, doubt, and 
most inconvenient responsibility, but such confusion 
and uncertainty will, [ hope, not be allowed by Con- 
gress to long disturb future importations.” 

Mr. Manning expresses the opinion that it is expe- 
dient thatan attempted reduction and simpliiication 
of rates shall precede a revival of *‘coercion Jaws” on 
the subject, and he makes an extended argument in 
support of this opinion, fortifying it with abundant 
citations from reports of his predecessors in office and 
from the experience gainedin the collection of the 
customs revenues. He hopes that it will be apparent 
from what has been said inthis communication and 
jts appendices, and tn his annual report, that 
he fully appreciates whatever superiorities, in 
an ideal system of Custo iouse taxa- 
tion, low ad valorem rates may have over specific 
rates, and goes on to say: ““Solongas the disposition 
of Congress shall be to continue to levy bigh war duties 
pon some thousands of imported articles, rather than 
low duties upon a few, a general application of specific 
rates would be impossible withont infileting still fur- 
ther hardship und injustice upon the wage-recelving 
classes in the community and those who are con- 

trained to live on small incomes. Specific rates 
evied — all Jmeones articles, and especially on 
all articles of olothing, would for them ba 
highly oppressive, unequal, and ——. A system 
of specifid rates must be adjusted and arranged 
with regard to the values, and, therefore, when 

rices of imported articles are. as now, tending down- 
nda specific rates are obviously Increasing without a 
textual change inthe law. I have it also clearly In 
mind how vexing and unjust ts a compound system, 
made up of ad valorem and specific rates on the same 
article, and how still more vexing and unjust tsa 
specific rate on a specified article, varying with foreign 
vulue, as is the present scale of rates on steel and 
wool, But we are confronted with the fact that 
the ‘Treasur must annuall obtain a sum 
hardly less than $15v,000,000 from imported mer. 
chandise, which is a sum less by some $20,000,000 
than was received last year. It will be well-nigh im- 
possible, in my opinion, for human wit to levy that 
amount of tax without inficting hardship and injustice 
upon somebody, either importer or consumer, or on 
some vested interest, whether agricultural or manu. 
facturing. mapecialiy isthat true of taxes levied, on 
our coasts or On our frontier. upon arriving merchun- 
dise, The Government !s now beset on one side ‘with 
the compurative Injustice and hardship upon individu. 
als and vested interests, infilcted by specific rates if 
levied on all articles, and on the other -ide by the 
impossibility of enforcing and collecting high ad Valo- 
rem rates levied on foreign values without the use of 
coercive and penal laws quite unsuitable for a free 
Government to put in operation, and which when put 
in operation are quite likely to demoralize alarmingly, 
not only the officers who are called upon to execute 
the law, but theimporters who are compelled to do 
business under it. One advantage, and perhaps the 
chief advantage, of a specific over an advalorem sys- 
tem isin the fact that, under the former, duties ara 
levied by a positive test, which can be applied by our 
officers while the merchandise is in the possession of 
the Government, and according to a standard 
which is altogether national and domestia That 
would be partially true of an advalorem system 
levied upon ‘home value,’ but there are constitu. 
tional impedients in the way of such asystem which 
appear to be insuperable. But under an ad valorem 
system the facts to which the ad vaiorem rate isto ba 
applied must be gathered tn places many thous#end 
miles away, and under circumstunces most unfavor- 
able to the administration of justico. One hears jt 
often said that if our ad valorem rates dia not exoeed 
25 or 30 per cent., undervalugtion and temptation to 
vndervaluation would disappear, byt the reeords of 
this department for the years 1817, 1840, and 1857 do 
not uphold that conclusion. Of course I em very 
far from advoeating the universal application of spe- 
cific rates, but I do betleve it to ve possibie for the 
more experienced and conscientious of our apprats- 
{og or examining officers in different parts of the 
country, and for the experts in this department, to 
prepare & plan for the prudent enlargement of spe. 
cific rates which will greatly promote the welfare of 
the Government and of the country, and, asa matter 
of administration, not work iujustice to any class in 
the community beyond the injustice inevitably entailed 
by any system that levies annually $150,000,000 tax 
onimported merchandise of s> many ginds at war 
rates. andon a scheme otherwise so unscientifie and 
disorderly. A complete .sysiem of rates of duty has 
not, in the last quarter of a century, as | am informed, 
been prepared by the official experts in our Oustom 
Hiouses, under the general advice ang direction of 
this department, and commended by the Secretary to 
Congrees. I have caused a careful examination to ba 
made of the tariflaw of March, 1888, to ascertain the 
number of specifications. ad vatorem. specitic, and 
mixed, contained in that enactment. and I present be. 
low the result: 
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“The sending to New-York of merchandise by for- 
eign manufacturers and presenting it there for sale, or 
the taking in this country of orders, on sampies, of 
merchandise to be delivered in New-York at duty paid 
prices arranged in our currency, is 4 growing fact 
which this Government must face in selecting and 
prescribing rates of duty.

IN FAVOR OF COWBOY REGIMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The report submitted 
in the House by Representative Laird to-day recom- 
mending the passage of a bill authorizing the Pres!- 
dent to raise two regiments of volunteers for service 
against the Apaches, after reviewing the history of the 
Outbreak and the campaign against the hostiles, says:

“'The conceded failure of the army to give adequate ° 


protection to the lives and property of the settlers on 
the frontier does not relieve Congress of the responsi- 


bilittes. If after eight months of active operations 
against the hostiles on the part of the army human 
lives in those Territories are still in je rf ’ 
and not a single one of the 50 murderers Of pe 
fenseiess men, women, and children and the destroyers 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of Pree. 
erty nas been killed or captuyed, it is time aometnin 
was done by Congress to make good the ew gree ° 
protection, which is the first duty of civilize overn- 
ments. The failure of the mflitaryto suppress this 
outbreak isthe failureof system in a contest with 
chaos. The army is an organization adapted to civil- 
ized war and not adapted to stealth. treachery, an 
murder, The tactics of the savage are the product 0 
instloet coupled with all the low cunning and more 
than the flereeness of the wild beast. 4 is nota 
question of the capacity or courage of the offi- 
cers and men of army. No one ques- 
tions their courage or capacity. The question is not, 
Will the army fight? but, Can it get achanceto fight ? 
the Apache once caught can be subdued. Nature of- 
fers almost inconceivable obstacles to military opera- 
tions, and when to this ts added an enemy as much at 
home in these mountain fastnesses as the untamed 
brute whose haunt it 1s, and who can climb {ts crags a8 
easily as a spider does in its web, and can descend into 
its cafons almost as swiftly asa hawk diving for its 
prey, you have a combination that baffles heavily 
armed and heavily mounted troops. Manifestly what 
the army needs In the operattons against the mountain 
Indlans of these Territories isa light-armed body of 
men who shall approximate to the Indian in skill, en- 
gerenes. and oquipmon. Letthe Indian be met with 
is own methods and he will be speedily subdued.” 
The volunteers proposed in the bill, the report says, 
acting with the regular army as scouts and hunters, 
will give speedy peace to these Territories, and al- 
though disbanded and no expense to the general Gov- 
ernment their readiness to come together at the call of 
the President will become a standing protection to the 
now defenseless frontier. The report, in answer toa 
possible objection which might be raised against the 
pill, that the troops will be too savage and degrade the 
service of the United States to the level of private 
vengeance, says: “ We will answer that question with 
another. Does any man deny to ne settler on the 
frontier the right to defend himself, his wife, chiid, 
and home against the stealth and cunning of a diaboli- 
Cal murderer? Self-preservyation bas the sanction 
of God and man alike, and unless the opponents of 
this measure can show that these settlers are not enti- 
tled to the benefit as against savages of the first law, 
then we submit that they should borrow no trouble 
about extermination. These settlers want the blood 
of the sxvage only upon one condition, and that is 
when it is necessary to shed his blood in order to save 
the life and honor of wife or child. If the Indian will 
not submit and cease from pillage and murder then his 
blood {s upon his own head. If the savage brings on & 
war of extermination it ig not the fault of the defense- 
less white men of the frontier. What these Territories 
ask is protection—that protection it is one of the ends 
and duties of Government to give, and we commend 
the passage of this bill as a means to that end.”

As was to be expected, the tariff propo- 
gitions in the Morrison-Hewitt bill re- 
ceive the opposition of the various in- 
terests that have been favored by a tax on 
competition. The iron miners of Penn- 
sylvania, the potters of New-Jersey, the 
lumbermen of Michigan, the sugar plant- 
ers of Louisiana, the potato growers of 
Maine, are, of course, bound to oppose 
the particular clauses that take away the 
favors they have heretofore enjoyed or re- 
duce them, though never so little. But it 
does not follow that all these classes will 
unite to prevent any change for each. 
And if they do there are other classes 
who may also combine. Every article 
placed by the amendments on the free list 
is the material for a certain number of 
industries, often for a large number, as is 
the case with iron ore, lumber, and salt. 
The representatives of these industries 
are by no means s0 indifferent or so ig- 
norant as they once were, and they may 
give the bill enough support to carry it 
through the House. Mr. Morrison 
thinks he can carry it in that body. 








A grave responsibility rests ypon the 
shoulders of Senator JONES, of Nevada. 
The Senate Finance Committee took up 
yesterday the nomination of E. F, PILis- 
BURY and CHaRLrs H. Coase to be Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue at Boston and 
Portland, respectively, and, five Repub- 
lican members voting for rejection 
and the five Democratic members for 
confirmation, it was agreed that the nomi- 
nations should be referred to Mr. JONEs, 
who had not voted, and he will report 
upon them to the Senate. It is expected 
that his report will be a favorable one. 
The nominations are both bad, and it is to 
be hoped that Senator Jongs will have the 
courage and the wisdom to advise the 
Senate to reject them. 


There was a debate in the Senate yes- 


terday on the Blair Education bill, in. 


which Southern members took the lead- 
ing part. They were by no means agreed. 


‘Messrs. Jackson, of Tennessee, and Pugs, | 


of Alabama, supported the bill, the latter 
rather tamely, but both the Texas Sen- 
ators declared themselves against it, It 
was a little odd that these eminent South- 
ern Democrats should be so divided on the 
question of the constitutional right of 
Congress to appropriate money to be 
used in the States in aid of educa- 
tion. About the right there can be 
little doubt, but about the advisability 
there is some question. Since this propo- 
sition was first made the conditions have 
somewhat changed. The surplus reve- 
nues of the Government have dwindled 
to the vanishing point. The States in 
which illiteracy exists to the greatest ex- 
tent have been advancing in resources 
and increasing their efforts in behalf of 
popular education, and it is less doubtful 
than it was that they will be able to mas- 
ter the difficulty with which they have to 
deal. There is danger that their promis- 
ing efforts in their own behalf will be re- 
laxed if the National Government steps 
in to help bear the burden. Nothing 
could be more wholesome for the South- 
ern States than the working out of this 
problem unaided. 








The decision of the House Committee 
on Public Lands concerning the lands con- 
ditionally granted to the California and 
Oregon Railroad Company appears to be 
a reasonable and just one, The lands 
were granted in 1866 upon the condition 
that the road should be completed by July 
1, 1875, and the time was afterward ex- 
tended to 1880. It was provided that if 
the road should not be completed in the 
period allowed the act should become 
null and void, ‘‘and all the lands not 
conveyed by patent to said company at 
the date of any such failure” should 
‘revert to the United States.” When the 
limit was reached about half of the road 
had been built at a cost of less than 
$5,000,000, and for this work the company 
had received patents for $10,000,000 worth 
of land. Not until a year or two ago did 
the Central Pacific complete the road 
upon which work had been suspended 
in 1872. Although the lands not pat- 
ented, which had become very valua- 
ble, had clearly been forfeited to 
the United States, the Central Pa- 
cific applied for them, asking for the 
appointment of Commissioners to inspect 
the road. Atthat time a bill declaring a 
forfeiture of the lands was pending. To 
the great surprise of Congress President 
ARTHUR appointed the Commissioners, 
and he was then asked by resolution to 
explain why he had done this. This was 
one of the railroad transactions that ex- 
cited some curiosity at the close of the 
last Administration. Not only has the 
company under the law lost its title to the 
lands, but it has already received lands 
whose value exceeded the cost of the en- 
tire work. The unearned lands should be 
restored to the public domain. 











The promptness with which the resig- 
nation of Patrolman MoraN was accepted 
yesterday by the Police Commissioners may 
surprise some people, but they will be peo- 
ple who are unversed in the ways of po- 
lice management. Moran was the patrol- 
man who blackmailed the keeper of a dis- 
reputable resort under pretense of secur- 
ing him police protection. The money 
was paid and the place was protected. 
Moran’s resignation is a confession 
that the charge against him is true. 
The interesting question is whether the 
charge is true against anybody else. This 
question would very possibly have been 
answered if the case had been tried. Ac- 
cordingly the resignation, the acceptance 
of which stopped the trial, was accepted 
at once, and further disclosures were 
averted. It was in consequence of this 
same story that Capt. MURPHY, in com- 
mand of the precinct in which the black- 
mailing is alleged to have been done, was 
transferred to a less desirable precinct. 
As we said at the time, this transfer was 
entirely unjustifiable. Muourpuy had either 
committed no offense atall, or he had 
committed an offense that ought to have 
secured his dismissal in disgrace from the 
force and the subsequent “transfer” of 
him to the criminal courts. The Commis- 
sioners, however, have shown in this as in 
other cases a strong aversion to going to 
the bottom of police scandals. 
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A PLAIN RESPONSIBILITY. 

According to the Washington dis- 
patches of the Herald at least one 
‘‘prominent Democrat in a Southern 
State, not an officeholder, but a man of 
some influence in his party,” has become 
aware of a ‘Kilkenny cat fight” going 
on among the majority of the House of 
Representatives, and has been told by a 
Democratic Congressman from the East 
that the men from the South are responsi- 
ble for it. The letterin which the situa- 
tion is explained was published in the 
Herald of Monday, and contains a great 
deal of hard fact. Its author shows that 
the Southern Democrats have a large 
majority of the party in the House, 108 
to 76; that they have 83 of the 52 Chair- 
manships of committees, or nearly two- 
thirds; that on the 9 most important 
committees, with 77 Democratic mem- 
bers, 47 are from the South, 20 from the 
West, and only 10 from New-England, 
New-York, New-Jersey, and Pennsyl- 
vania; that “‘ having thus taken control 
of the House and its legislation, the 
Southern members are responsible to the 
Democratic Party for what may happen— 
for the policy or no policy pursued, and 
for the success or failure of the present 
Congress.” 

This very emphatic and candid letter 
writer then takes up the silver question, 
with the remark that “a Southern man 
is an idiot to speak or vote for a debased 
dollar, or one of uncertain value,” since. 
‘the South is a borrowing country,” with 
“great natural resources and no capital 
to develop them. How can you expect,” 
he asks bluntly, ‘‘ to borrow money at fa- 
vorable rates if you vote for a dishonest 
or uncertain dollar?” ‘‘ This Government 
now borrows at 3 per cent. or less. If 
you could force us to pay bonds in silver, 
do you suppose we could borrow again at 
that rate or even at double? If you want 
to borrow you must be honest.” He then 
takes up the political situation. He 








cratic majority, which is 48, could be 
hopelessly changed by a loss of 25 seats 
in the Northern Atlantic States. ‘‘ We 
Eastern people,” he remarks, ‘‘ want hon- 
est money, and if the Southern men in 
the House, responsible for its course, as I 
have shown you, force dishonest money 
on us, very few of us Democrats will re- 
turn to Congress from our section.” He 
notices ‘‘a strong tendency among the 
Southern men to affiliate with the West 
and to turn their backs on the East. Pray 
tell me,’ he adds, ‘‘ where in the West 
you are going to pick up 51 Democrati: 
Electoral votes in 1888? New-York, New- 
Jersey, and Connecticut have just that 
many. Isee Southern men turning to a 
Western alliance here because they want 
‘liberal appropriations,’ and they find a 
kindred grabbing spirit in the West. Is 
it wise for the South to sell out the next 
Presidential election for a raid on the 
Treasury this year?’ And he concludes: 
‘“‘The South is responsible for the success 
or failure of the present session. If the 
Southern men go on blundering it will be 
hard for us all next Fall. But it will be 
worst for the South.” 

No one will deny that there is a solid 
basis of truth in all this. The picture is a 
little exaggerated. There is the sting of 
personal and sectional disappointment in 
the writer’s words. But the general out- 
lines are correct, and as concerns the two 
vital questions, of an honest currency 
and of extravagance—which are closely 
bound together—there is no room for 
criticism or for answer. The South has 
some able men at Washington, but the 
strongest of them are in the Cabinet, and 
its representatives in Congress have al- 
lowed themselves to assail the Cabinet 
for its policy when they ought to have 
sustained it, because that policy is better 
for the South than any other. It was a 
pitiful blunder to see men like Beck and 
Eustis blackguarding the Administra- 
tion, as they would never have dared to 
do had Messrs. LaMar and BAYARD been 
in their old seats). What the Southern 
men in the Senate and House fail 
to see is that they must stand 
forthe new South and not for the old 
South, if they hope to retain the power 
they have won. Theold South is dead, 
the South built on slavery and all the 
wickedness and folly and arrogant ambi- 
tion to whichit gave rise. Its representa- 
tives should recognize that fact and the 
further fact that before the South, as it 
is to-day, there is a bright and noble herit- 
age if she will put forth her best efforts to 
possess it. She has but to realize that she 
is no longer a section apart; that she is 
indissolubly bound in the Union, entitled 
to allits rich advantages and subject to 
all its honorable obligations. The credit of 
the Treasury, the soundness and purity of 
the Administration, the dignity and honor 
of the Nation are as precious to her as to 
any other part of the American people and 
even more necessary. The North and the 
West are richer. They can stand more 
recklessness and heavier taxation in the 
finances, The East has capital and can 
save itself from the worst consequences 
of a debauched currency. On the South 
these evils will weigh more heavily be- 
cause she is starting in a new career. And 
in another respect the South has at once 
more at stake and greater advantage. 
The plague of office seeking has not cor- 
rupted her politics as it has those of other 
sections. Her Democracy is irresistible 
without patronage. Its traditions do not 
as strongly require it. If she were to 
throw in her influence toward abolishing it 
in the National Government, she might 
escape it, Then, with the minds of her 
public men fixed on rational and healthy 
measures, on an honest currency, on equal 
taxation, on purity and economy in ad- 
ministration, she would be in a position 
to reap a rich share in the order and pros- 
perity and progress these policies would 
secure, 








ATTORNEY-GENERAL GARLAND. 


Attorney-General GARLAND in a brief 
statement made by him yesterday inti- 
mates that his critics should be divided 
into two classes—those who would will- 
ingly approve any honorable course he 
might take in regard to his telephone 
stock, and those who, whatever he might 
do, would continue to censure and mis- 
represent him, This is asound and just 
discrimination. The Attorney-General has 
many friends and admirers who have be- 
lieved him to be an entirely upright, hon- 
est, and honorable man. They are ex- 
tremely reluctant to change their opinion 
of him. On the other hand, there are 
many men, particularly newspaper ed- 
itors, in this country who for partisan 
and other reasons will never acquit him 
of the worst charges in the Pan Electric 
scandal however completely his sins may 
be washed away. 

But Attorney-General GARLAND ought 
to see that he is making it very hard for 
those who would be glad to feel a re- 
newedconfidencein him. The growing im- 
pression that he is not quite so sensitive as 
he ought to be in regard to charges which 
affect his personal character is confirmed 
by such statements as the following, con- 
tained in the report of his conversation 
with a reporter yesterday: 

‘Tt is asserted by some persons that, as I ama 
member of a rival company to the Bell Company, 
and the Government is now prosecuting a suit 
against the Bell telephone patent, this suit may 
result to my benefit or advantage, and that, too, 
while Iam at the head of the Department of 
Justice, through the Solicitor-General of which 
the suitisto be carried on, and that therefore 
something should be done by me to relieve my- 
self and the Administration from the apparently 
delicate situation indicated. I have considered 
this suggestion in all its bearings, as far as lam 
able, and I recognize the fact that there is much 
in it worthy of thought.” 

It is something to have Mr. GARLAND 
recognize the fact that there is ‘‘ much” 
in his scandalous and improper position 
which is “‘ worthy of thought.” But that 
is a very mild way of expressing it. Un- 
less the Attorney-General is constituted 
very differently from most men he must 
long ago have “‘ recognized the fact” that 
in his position as a holder of Pan Electric 
telephone stock and as the chief prose- 
cuting officer of the United States Gov- 
ernment, which is about to bring suit’ 
to annul the Bell patent, there is 
not only much that is ‘ worthy’ 
of thought,” but a great deal 
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ate and decisive action. Apparently this 
conclusion has forced itself upon Mr. 
GARLAND’s somewhat deliberate mind, for 
he announces that “in view alone of 
this state of the case” he has determined 
to take steps which he thinks will receive 
the approbation of all persons who really 
desire to be satisfied. It would be unjust 
in advance of any knowledge of Mr. Gar- 
LAND’s contemplated action to speculate 
as to the position in which it will leave 
him. It is enough to congratulate him 
upon having reached, though somewhat 
late, this wise conclusion. 

Mr. GARLAND ought to understand also 
that this course is made imperative upon 
him by considerations affecting others 
than himself. It is known that his rela- 
tions to ROGERS’s speculative schemes 
have been a source of great embarrass- 
ment and annoyance to the President. 
The scandal which has compromised Mr. 
GaRLAND has been turned also against 
Secretary LAMAR, an absolutely stainless 
man, and one who is incapable of allow, 
ing his official action to be shaped or 
swayed by such ignoble motives as 
are every day openly imputed to him 
by newspapers hostile to the Admin- 
istration and friendly to the Bell Tele- 
phone Company. To a man in sucha 
position as Secretary LAMAR now is the 
consciousness of rectitude is not a suffi- 
cient protection from the shafts of 
calumny and malice. He has aright to 
demand that the person who exposed him 
to these attacks shall leave nothing un- 
done to repair the mischief. And Mr. Gar- 
LAND will probably perceive that his party 
is waiting somewhat anxiously for him to 
put an end to the first and only scandal 
affecting the Democratic Administration. 

Attorney-General GARLAND refers to his 
published statement of Oct. 8 addressed 
to the President, in which he says that he 
told everything he knew about telephone 
matters, and it is evidently his impression 
that that staiement is a tolerably com- 
plete answer to the charges against him, 
In justice to Mr. GARLAND one point of 
that statement ought to be recalled, be- 
cause it shows that his Pan Electric stock 
was not, as has been so often asserted, a 
“gift” to him. The following extract 
from his letter to the President shows 
how he became the possessor of this un- 
desirable piece of property: 

* About three years ago JI, with some six or 
seven other gentlemen, entered into an organ- 
ization known as the Pan Electric Telephone 
Company, based upon what was called the 
Rogers invention. We formed that company 
in good faith, and started it in its operations, 
and have gone on from time to time with it as 
companies have generally been conducted, In 
selecting the officers of that company I was 
made its attorney. The organization was a 
legitimate and a legal one, and one into which 
each one of its members had a perfect right 
to enter, and formed ata time when there was 
not any particular probability that I would 
ever be called upon to fill the office of Attorney- 
General of the United States.” 

The fact here stated serves to exten- 
uate Mr. GARLAND’s indiscretion so far as 
it goes, but it does not gofar. It is ad- 
mittedly wrong, dishonorable, disgrace- 
ful, and usually corrupt for a Senator of 
the United States to accept shares ina 
stock company as a “‘gift.” We do not 
think it is much less wrong and dishonor- 
able for a Senator to come into possession 
of such shares as those Mr. GARLAND 
holds in the way here described by 
him. RoGERS is a crank and an advent- 
urer. He organized his telephone and tel- 
egraph company upon the basis of his 
son’s patents, and it is stated by him, and 
not denied by anybody, that he en- 
ticed into his schemes Senator GARLAND, 
Senator Harris, Gen. JOHNSTON, and 
other men prominent in public life, be- 
cause he thought their names and reputa- 
tions would give life and character and 
success to his enterprise. As he is re- 
vealed in his letters and by his behavior, 
it is plain that he is a man whose pres- 
ence ought to be offensive and loath- 
some to any honest and serious man, 
He was the wildest kind of a 
wildcat schemer and speculator. Mr. 
GARLAND ought to have had too much of 
the sense and discretion of a man of the 
world to have anything to do with this 
old fellow. It shows an amazing lack of 
ordinary human prudence and wariness 
and scruple, not to say of good taste, on 
the part of Mr. GaRLAND that he was so 
readily entrapped in a scheme which has 
proved to be his political ruin. 








CAPT. EADS’S JOB. 

The House Committee on Commerce is 
expected to report to-day in favor of the 
Eads Ship Railway bill, the subcommittee 
having recommended a favorable report. 
It is further stated that Capt. Eaps, at 
the suggestion of some members of the 
committee, proposes that the Govern- 
ment guarantee be raised $500,000 an- 
nually on condition that the railroad be 
so constructed as to carry war ships of 
6,000 tons, The bill as introduced pro- 
vided that the Government should guar- 
antee $2,500,000 as two-thirds of the annu- 
alrevenue of the company for a period of 
fifteen years, on condition that a 3,000- 
ton vessel should be successfully trans- 
ported across the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec on the completion of the railway. 
The object of the proposed change is ob- 
vious, It is intended to give the impres- 
sion that the proposed railway will be of 
great importance to the Government in 
case it should have occasion to transfer 
heavy war vessels from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific side of the continent in an 
emergency, and an attempt is thereby 
made to justify its aid for the scheme. It 
is a mere bait for the votes of those Con- 
gressmen who might be averse to support- 
ing ‘a guarantee toa merely commercial 
enterprise. 

There are many reasons why - the Gov- 
ernment should have nothing more to do 
with this scheme than to give the com- 
pany an act of incorporation. At best the 
ship railway would be an experiment. 
While Capt. Eaps has induced a few en- 
gineering experts to express their belief 
in the feasibility of the undertaking, there 
is a much larger number who declare 
in very positive terms that it is ut- 
terly impracticable to take a loaded 
vessel out of the water and carry it over 
land ahundred miles and more without 
ruining it. Unquestionably the railroad 
can be constructed if money enough is 
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will be of any use after it is built. It is 
not the business of the Government to sup- 
port experiments of this kind. Though 
the guarantee would take effect only 
when a vessel had been successfully car- 
ried, its whole purpose is to give confi- 
dence and support to the undertaking and 
induce capital to take the risk. In other 
words, it is intended to promote the stock 
jobbing part of the scheme. 


If the work were not unprecedented in 
its character and at best a doubtful ex- 
periment, if its feasibility were absolutely 
assured, there would be no propriety in a 
Government guarantee of the income of 
the company for fifteen years, Suppose 
the railway to be built and a vessel of 
6,000 tons successfully transported over it, 
it does not follow that it would be a com- 
mercial success; and if it should prove 
otherwise the Government would be 
bound to make it profitable at the public 
expense for a period of fifteen years, which 
would enable the investors to get their 
money back, not from the business of the 
company but from the public Treasury of 
the United States. Congress has no right 
to take this risk for the people. 


The pretense that the ship railway 
would be of service to the Government 
for the transportation of war vessels is a 
mere trap to catch votes in Congresi. 
If ever we have a navy adequate for our 
needs, a part of it will be maintained on 
the Pacific coast, and the likelihood that 
vessels would have to be transferred froth 
one ocean to the other in a hurry 
is very remote. In any case the rail- 
way is intended to serve a_ purely 
commercial purpose, and it would de 
pend entirely on merchant vessels for it 
revenues, It is a private enterpris« 
which it is not the business of the Goy 
ernment to bolster up. If Capt. Eaps | 
so sure that the railway can be built so q 
to serve the purpose. intended, and that | 
would prove a profitable undertaking, le 
him convince capitalists of that fact an 
go ahead instead of persistently beg 
ging of the Government to lend 
its guarantee. He is sadly in need 
of avigorous snub, The people are get- 
ting out of patience with the endless 
and costly jobs for which Government 
support is demanded. The most impu- 
dent of all the applications for help is this 
of Eaps for the construction of a ship 
railway in a foreign country, for which 
he cannot get the support even of the 
most venturesome capitalists. He is try- 
ing to shoulder the whole risk of his 
scheme upon the Government, and if Con- 
gress has any regard for its responsibility 
to the people it will turn him and his jab 
incontinently out of doors. 











SHERMAN AND STANTON. 


The Sun has printed two very interest- 
ing letters, never before published, we 
believe, from JEFFERSON Davis to his 
wife, one dated at Danville, April 5, 1865, 
and the other at Charlotte, April 23, 1865. 
It appends to them the apinions rendered 
to Mr. Davis on this latter day and 
the day previous, at Charlotte, by 
Messrs. BENJAMIN, BRECKINRIDGE, MAL- 
LoRY, GEoRGE Davis, and ReaGan, of his 
Cabinet, who were then with him, in re- 
gard to the first Sherman-Johnston agree- 
ment for peace, which was rejected at 
Washington. Editorially the Sun thinks 
that these documents might well cause the 
history of the war to be rewritten, greatly 
tothe disadvantage of Gen. SHERMAN and 
to the corresponding exaltation of Mr. 
STANTON. 

This it said under the erroneous impres- 
sion that the Cabinet opinions it cites had 
never been printed; whereas Gen. Boyn- 
TON put them ina book about ten years 
ago. But apart from this point, the 
Sun’s deductions do not seem to us well 
founded. Gen. SHERMAN was more se- 
verely censured, officially and in public 
opinion, in 1865, than he is ever likely to 
be again, and on an adequate, if only par- 
tial, knowledge of the facts in the case. 
It was fully recognized then that the old 
hero of Atlanta had made a mistake, but 
it was not his first slip with the pen, and 
perhaps Gen. Fry may think it was also 
not his last. The people, however, at that 
time forgave the diplomatic indiscretion 
in gratitude for splendid military services. 

Gen. SHERMAN was apparently drawn 
into a political compact with JOHNSTON 
contrary to his first intention. This seems 
evident from a dispatch in which, an- 
nouncing the beginning of a correspond- 
ence which was likely to end in JoHN- 
STON’S surrender, he added: ‘I will 
grant the same terms as Gen. GRANT gave 
Gen. Leg, and be careful not to compli- 
cate any points of civil policy.” JOHNSTON 
discloses in his ‘‘ Narrative” that he was 
called to a consultation with Davis, BEN- 
JAMIN, MALLORY, and ReEaGAN at Greens- 
borough, and that Davis dictated to MaAL- 
LORY the opening letter of the negotia- 
tions for JOHNSTON to sign and send to 
SHERMAN. There is, beyond doubt, too, a 
degree of similitude between the memoran- 
dum of terms drawn up by Mr. REAGAN 
and those that were eventually signed by 
JOHNSTON and SHERMAN, the latter docu- 
ment, however, being much fuller,and hav- 
ing many points of its own. But to show 
Gen. SHERMAN’s frankness in this matter, 
it is enough to say that he himself sent to 
the War Department a copy of the 
Reagan memorandum, indorsed, ‘‘ Copy 
of a project sent by Gen. JOHNSTON, 
being the production of Mr. Reaaay, P. M. 
General of the Confederates.” Moreover, it 
was then, or soon after, known that Gen. 
BRECKINRIDGE, the War Secretary, had 
taken part in the actual interviews with 
SHERMAN, but as Major-General, not as 
Cabinet officer. Finally, Mr. STANTON’s 
indignant bulletins were published in 
all the papers, ‘‘with comments,” 
says Gen. SHERMAN in his ‘ Memoirs,” 
“that assumed that I was a com- 
mon traitor and a public enemy; and 
high officials had even instructed my own 
subordinates to disobey my lawful orders.” 
If, then, this was the state of things in 
1865, and yet Gen. SHERMAN survived it, 
and was eventually raised to the successive 
grades of Lieutenant-General and Gen- 
eral, how couldshis fame be affected now 
by giving publicity in newspaper form to 
these documents, even though they no 
doubt came with the force of novelty to 
most persons? For while these documents 
were not known in 1865, yet the essence of 
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the matter, we think, is less in them thanin | 
tht actual convention made by SHERMAN 
and JOHNSTON and rejected. But that 
was made familiar to the public in 1865, 
The opinions of Davis’s Cabinet upon 
these terms cannot therefore affect the 
matter. Of course his Cabinet approved 
the terms, and on the very grounds which 
caused their rejection at Washington. Of 
the famous “ten reasons” which STan- 
TON then published for repudiating them 
one was their recognition of the Confed- 
erate Government, 

But SHERMAN, we must -not forget, in- 
stantly repaired his error as far as possi- 
ble. In his dispatch to Stanton he said: 
‘“‘T admit my folly in embracing in a mil- 
itary convention any civil - matters,” ex- 
plaining that he had understood from 
StanTon at Savannah that ‘‘the finan- 
cial state of the country demanded mili- 
tary success, and would warrant a little 
bending to policy.” He added, ‘“‘ you may 
assure the President that I heed his sug- 
gestion.” Meanwhile Grant appeared 
unannounced on the scene, in Raleigh, 
and the next Sherman-Johnston agree- 
ment was of asort that he could write 
‘‘approved” upon, as in fact he did. 

Secretary STANTON acted with the great- 
est promptness in this affair; but still he 
must not have all the praise, GRANT, when 
informing SHERMAN of the rejection of his 
protocol, said: ‘‘I read it carefully myself 
before submitting. it to the President and 
Secretary of War, and felt satisfied that 
it could not possibly be approved. My 
reason for these views I will give you at 
another time.” The President and all 
his Cabinet,doubtless held the same gen- 
eral opinion. They believed, in the phrase 
attributed to old BLUcHER, that ‘pens 
must not lose by writing what swords 
have won by fighting.” The majority of 
the people of the North also held this 
view then, but they did not forget, and 
never will, what SHERMAN’S sword had 
won by fighting; and since SHERMAN ar- 
ranged a convention which could be either 
approved or rejected by higher authority 
his blunder could be and was remedied, 








The drivers and conductors on the 
Fourth-Avenue Railroad were hardly jus- 
tified in ‘‘ tying up,” as they call it, 
yesterday without first informing the 
company of their cause of complaint and 
endeavoring to secure a satisfactory ad- 
justment. Their twelve-hour arrangement, 
which went into effect on Monday, does 
not seem to have worked favorably for 
them on account of the large number 
of ‘‘ trippers” who were put on to fill out 
the time and who worked only part of 
a day, getting paid according to the 
number of trips made. To some extent 
this inequality is doubtless unavoidable, 
but there seems to have been no attempt 
to reduce it to a minimum. The men 
considered themselves unfairly treated, 
but they would have taken a course more 
likely to beget sympathy if they had laid 
the matter before the officers of the com- 
pany and tried to get an arrangement of 
the schedule as favorable to themselves as 
circumstances would permit instead of 
suddenly dropping work and waiting for 
the company to come to them and find 
out what the matter was.

LAW AS A PROFESSION, 
_ eo 


JUDGE OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES’s LECTURY 
TO HARVARD STUDENTS, 

Boston, Feb. 16.—This evening the first 
of aseries of lectures on the “ Professions” wag 
given in Sever Hall, Cambridge, betore a large 
audience of Harvard students. The lecturey 
was the Hon. Oliver Wendell Holmes, J r., Justicg 
of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts, and tha 
lecture was upon the subject of “Law as q 
Profession.” The lecturer spoke of the many 
Professions which could be easily entered frony 
the law, the various branches of the law, and the, 
close connection existing between the law ang| 
various other branches of learning, such as his. | 
tory, political economy, the science of lan« 
guages, and lastly of ethics. The body of the 
lecture was devoted to the consideration of the 


requisites for the study of law and of the 
chances of success in the profession.. 
First of all, said the Speaker, don’t forge? 
the story of the applicant for admission to the 
flying brigade of Sir Jonn Moore. When ques- 
tioned aa to the manceuvres of a smal) squad o 
men he replied: ‘* Really, gentlemen, ] never, 
considered the movements of less than 10,006: 
men.” In other words, the students of law must. 
be willing to begin at the begining and not! 
hurry over the small and irksome details. 

As to the physical qualifications of a lawyer 
the most important element was a good working 
constitution, as distinguished from a physical 
constitution. It is no uncommon sight to tind a 
member of the university crew completely wor 
out witha little mental labor, [laushter,] ond 
yet his physical constitution is far betier than 
that possessed by &® man who can undergo a 
vast amount of intellectual labor, who, in othe 
words, hasa “working constitution.” Anxiety 
breaks down, not mental activity. There are 
few men, however, who are without the physival 
health to master the law. It is not the endless, 
infinite subject that many believe it to be. The 
law, as a body of existing dogma, as a practical 
thing, can be learned if any one has the de< 
sire to learn it. The lecturer pointed out 
that this view was shared both by those wha 
beifeved in codifying the luw and those who, 
with Prof. Langdell, of the Harvard Law 
School, believed in the study of the cases them-' 
selves, as the only way to master the 
law. Natural qualifications, such as a 
good ' voice, a pleasing manner, and a 
good temperament, are important aids to 
success. Yet they are not indispensable. Fools 
rush in where angels fear to tread, and it often 
happens that the fools obtain a verdict which 
the angels would probably lose. [|Laughter. | 
The last and most important qualification is to 
Want it hard enough, on the principle that every 
man may succeed if he wants hard enough. 

Asto the chances of success, Judge Holmes 
maintained a less sombre view than that taken 
by Mr. Rawle, who delivered an oration last 
June before the Harvard Chapter of the Phi 
Beta Kappa on the “* Case of the Ejucated Un- 
employed.” Judge Holmes was of the opinion 
that the days of reputations had not pas-ed, 
that there was still room in the profession, and 
thatin theend the man with ability and perser 
verance was sure to succeed,

THE MORGAN BOYCOTT. 
New-Or.LEANS, Feb. 16.—The strike on 
this end of the Southern Pacific Railroad hasi 
completely paralyzed the traffic of the line, and 
no freight is being handled and no work per- 
tormed. The passenger trains westward are 
running without interference, but no freight 
train has gone out since Saturday night. Three 
Morgan Line steamships are lying up at their 
whurves unabie to discharge or Joad. The freight 
handlers have al! quit work, not because they 
are dissatisfied with the 25 centsan hour they 
were receiving, but because they are in full 
sympathy witn the brakemen in their demand. 
An attempt was made to start a freight train 
westward this afternoon, but the strikers 
boarded it, put on the brakes, and took out the 
coupling pins and links and threw them away, 
and the train was compelled to run back to 
Algiers. The Sheriff of Jefferson, upon whom 
Gov. McEnery placed the responsibility of pro- 
tecting the road, came in from his home in the‘ 
couutry and organized a posse of 17 men. 
The good-natured crowd of 2,000 or 3,000 
white and black strikers jeered at him and bade 
him go home again, and he went. Later in the 
day the strikers received a dispatch from Hous- 
ton, Texas, stating that the brakemen on the 
division eastward from Lafayette to Houston 
had asked for increased wages 60 days since and 
got no satisfaction. They were to zive the man< 
agers 24 hours’ notice to comply with their re< 
quest, orthey would quit work. The manage« 
ment have adopted a waiting policy, and mean« 
time have advertised that they will receive ng 
freight till further notice.

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THE LAST FAREWELL TO EX-GOV. 
HORATIO SEYMOUR. 

‘oTIca THRONGED WITH DISTINGUISHED AT- 
TENDANTS AT THE FUNERAL—MEMO- 
RIaL TRIBUTES IN THE OPERA HOUSE. 

Utica, Feb. 16. The funeral of the late 
Horatio Seymour was held from Trinity Church 
at2 P.M. to-day. The body was borne thence 
to the * Chapel of Roses,” in Forest Hill Ceme- 
tery, where a plaster cast of the face was taken 

_ by a New-York sculptor. 

At9o’clock the doors of Mr. Conkling’s resi- 
Gence were opened to the public, and for three 
hours and a half people pressed in double lines 
through the broad hall in which the casket was 
Placed. Between 7,000 and 8,000 people passed 
by the bier, embracing all classes and conditions. 
The greater number were from the humbler 
walks of life,and many testified in tears and 
words to their affection for him they called 
“Friend.” The body was clad in black. The 
left hand, thrown across the chest, held 
asprig of hemlock from the tree in front of the 
dead man’s country house. The face, seve for 
tts pallor, was entirely lifelike. Two hundred 
orphans from Catholic asylums to which Gov. 
Seymour had made many gifts viewed the re- 
mains, and then took position on either side of 


the carriageway leading from the house and 
stood until the last carriage had passed. Each 
wore mourning emblems. At 1! o’clock the 
household and farm servants of the Governor’s 
country home went in a body to take a last look 
at their good friend, who was as_gentie, 
courteous, and considerate to them at all times 
as he was to his most distinguisned guests. To 
them he was never a master but always a kind 
father and friend, Their grief in the final part- 
ing with him was a most eloquent and touching 
tribute. 

Gov. Hill and the legislative and Congressional 
committees reached the city at 11:40 o’clock and 
drove at once to the Conkling residence to look 
upon the dead. The route of the procession to 
the church was through John and Broad streets, 
both of which were banked on either side by 
people, though ‘the weather was most trying, 
dense flurries of snow and a cutting wind pre- 
vailing. Sixteen carriages carried the family 
mourners, among whom were a brother, John 

- Seymour, and three sisters, the Hon. 
Roscoe Conkling and wife, Horatio Sey- 
mour, Jr.. and wife, of Marquette, Mich.; 
Judge A. C. Coxe, and Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Fairchild. The body of the 
church, which was heavily draped, was reserved 
for the family, Gov. Hill and staff, the Congres- 
sional, legislative, and other committees. The 
casket was placed in front of the chancel and 
banked around by floral tributes, the most elo- 
guent of which were boughs of hemlock and 
pine from the homestead, sent by the Governor’s 
pid nurse and coachman. The burial service of 
the Episcopa! Church was read by Bishop Hunt- 
jngtop, of the Central ‘New-York Diocese, with 
whom in the chancel were all of the Episcopal 
clergymen of Utica and many from other cities. 
The cormmittal was also read in the church. 

At 1:30 o’clock business places were closed 
throughout the city and shades were pulled 
down. When the church services closed thou- 
pands of people who had gathered in the vicinity 
formed into niger on the sidewalks and ac- 
companied the carriages throuzh Broad-street 
and up Genesee-street. As far as one could see 
the walks were thronged and overflowed mid- 
wer of the street. The city and church bells 
toiled from the departure from the church until 
Onedia-square was reached. From that point 
only the male members of the family accom- 
panied the remains tothe cemetery. Among the 
prominent people in attendance was Gov. Hill 
and staff, Lieut.-Gov. Jones, 20 members of the 
State Senate and a larger number of Assembly- 
men, ex-Lieut.-Gov. William Dorsheimer, Gen. 
M. T. McMahon, of New-York; Congressmen 
Spriggs, Stahinecker, and Mahoney; Robert A. 
Maxwell, Superintendent of Insurance; James 
Shanahan, Superintendent of Public Works, and 
State Treasurer Fitzgerald. 

When the cortége reached Fayette-street Gov. 
Hil and the other State officers and delegations 
left the line and went to the Utica Opera House, 
which at that hour (3:10 o'clock) was fliled. At 
least 2,500 people were within the building, and 
thousands were in the vicinity, disappointed at 
being unable to gain admission. The stage soon 
filled with citizens and strangers distinguished 
in various walks of life, among them being the 
State officers, ex-Senator Kernan, the Congreas- 
men in attendance at the funeral, Speaker 
Husted, Railroad Commissioner Kernan, the 
Hon. Rosweil P. Flower, the Hon. Ellis H. Rob- 
erta, ex-Lieut.-Gov. Dorsheimer, Mayor Kinney, 
ex-Mayors Sherman, Hutchison, and Renton: 
William L. Turner, of New-York, representing 
Mayor Grace, and a hundred others. 

Mayor Kinney, in calling the meeting to or- 
der, sp ke earnestly of the community’s loss, 
saying, in conciusion: ** The records of our 
eharitable institutions, and the voices of the 
motherless and fatheriess in them, proclaim his 
unbounded charity. His farm was their picnic 
groun', and bis genial coustenance always 
brought them sunshine and cheer. Such, in 
brief, is the man the people mourn. Take bim 
all in all, we, bis neighbors here, proclaim, and 
the world will indorse it, Horatio Seymour was 
nature’s nobleman,” 

The minute submitted expressive of the senti- 
ments cherished by the home friends of the de- 
ceased stated that, *‘apart from the knowledge 
the world at large bad of him,it has been our 
privilege to know him in private life asa model 
of every public and private virtue. [In ail the 
relations of life he was irreproachable. He 
knew human naturein every phase; he felt for 
the suffering in every form. His kindness of 
heart always prompted him to aid the unfortu- 
mate, and he was generous to a fault. 
is therefore to the citizens of Utica, his friends 
and neighbors, that bis death brings the greater 
weight of sorrow; for in him were happily 
blended the qualities which render a man great 
and honored among mep, and also those which 
make him deeply loved. His gentle dignity and 
kindly manner, his genial, courteous address, 
his playful bumor, so harmless and so quaint; 
bis charity for the weaknesses of men, his friend- 
ly suggestions and wise counsels, will be remem- 
bered and recalled with feelings ot pride and 
pleasure by the citizens of this city for years to 
come.” 

Ex-Senator Kernan, in his tribute, said: *“* Gov. 
Beymour made no response to the attacks that 
were so frequentiy made upon him in the heat of 
political work. He did not believe in the per- 

onal attacks that were made upon opponents. 

e said to me on this matter that he did not be- 
lieve that vociferous denunciation of the faults 
of others would ever be @ saving grace either in 
politics or religion.” 

Addresses were delivered by Gov. Hil!, the 
Hion. El'is H. Roberts, Co gressman Spriggs, 
Arthur M. Beardsley, and State Senator Cogge- 
shall. The Hon. W. J. Bacon was unable to he 

resent, and sent a letter. The addresses were 
sistened to with close attention to the close, and 
were all eloquent of genuine esteem forthe dead 
statesman and neighbor. 

Business places remained closed throughout 
tbe atternoon.

missed for the day at noon, and the Catholic 
échools were closed all day.

DEATH OF MRS. FLETCHER RARPER. 
The death of Mrs. Fletcher Harper, the 
wife of the well known publisher of this city, 
yesterday morning, was a surprise to her friends, 
many of whom were unaware of her illness.

MR. BOOTH AS SIR GILES. 

Many years have elapsed since Edwin 
Booth has acted in New-York the leading char- 
acter in Philip Massinger's ** New Way to Pay 
Oid Debts." Those persons who saw dis subtle, 
picturesque, and thrilling performance of Sir 
Giles last evening, and there were enough 
of them to completely fill the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Theatre, will hope that he may be 
induced to give Massinger’s play a high 
place in his repertory hereafter. In noth- 
ing that he has done of late has Mr. 
Booth’s complete mastery of the resources of 
his art been more clearly exhibited, any, as in 
Pescara and Sir Edward last year, so as Sir Giles 
Overreach he again demonstrated that he enters 
into thespirit of characters with which he is com- 
paratively unfamiliar with a zest and earnestness 
often lacking nowadays when he acts parts more 
closely associated with hisfame. It isa mistake 
toinfer that Mr. Booth’s artistic work to-day 
does not possess both the strength and the finish 
that marked his earlier achievements. Some of 
the graces of youth are gone, to besure; the 
Hamlet of 1886 is not, in outward aspect, the 
Hamlet of 1864; but the fire, passion, nad ve- 
hemence of the tragedian’s acting last evening 
in the scene of Sir Giles’s discomfiture were 
never excelled by him in his young 
manhood. The death of the usurer was 
powerful and realistic; the effect of the stroke 
of paralysis falling suddenly in a moment of 
violent passion was vividiy manifested. The 
voice which had been clear and resonant sunk 
intoa hoarse whisper, the utterance of every 
word impeded by a palsied tongue; one of the 
eyelids drooped, there was a convulsive twitch- 
ing of the muscles of the face. With a supreme 
effort the vaffied old man was himself again for 
an instant, and then he sank lifeless at 
the feet of his enemies, his power for 
doing evil gone forever. In the earlier 
scenes Mr. Booth’s impersonation was 
equally remarkable; although Sir Giles was 
kept in bis place among the other personages, 
and not thrust forward out of harmony with the 
rest of the picture. In make-up and costume 
the portrayal was, of course,admirable. Mr, 
Booth was not recognized when Sir Giles entered 
the home of Lady Allworth with his followers, 
so completely was the actor’s personality 
hidden in the sturdy, gray-bearded knight, 
richly and rather pretentiously attired. Re 
showed Overreach throughout as a man 
confident of his own power, stooping to 
use the meanest cratt to gain _ his 
enas, of course, but never losing the sense of his 
own dignity and vast importance. The cruel 
and heartless scene with Margaret, in which the 
knight commands his daughter to sacrifice her 
honor rather than fail to captivate the noble- 
man he desires her to wed, was carried forward 
with maliznant intensity aniJ a simulation of 
self-confidence that indicated the man without 
conscieace or fear, content to be a law unto 
himself, In the scene of pretended reconciliation 
with bis scapegrace nephew tiere was another 
fine bit, which deserves to be singled out in this 
hasty uccountof a memorable dramatic per- 
formance. The support was not so bad, taken as 
a whole, and the representation of Massinger’s 
little known play was altogetberenjoyable. Mr. 
Mason as Wellborn was graceful and efficient. 
Mr, Charles Kent pieased a large portion of the 
spectators by a somewhat overdrawn and too 
highly colored portrayal of the despicable 
Marrall. It approached too nearly tiie limits 
of burlesque to have a place in high comedy, 
but it showed conclusively in what direction 
Mr. Kent's ability tends. The scenery was old 
and much worn, “A New Way to Pay Old 
Debts” would repay a careful revival with an 
appropriate setting and painstaking stage man- 
agement. Mr. Booth’s Sir Giles will be seen only 
once more during Mr. Booth’s engagement—to- 
night. To-morrow night “ Richelieu” will be 
brought forward, and next week the tragedian 
will appear as Marcus Brutus, Gloster, and Ber- 
tuccio.

THE SAD ENDING OF THE KEEPER OF THE 
GALVESTON LIGHTSHIP. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Feb. 16.—Capt. Ham- 
ilton Jefferson Gedney, an old and familiar resi- 
dent of this city, died here to-day under sad and 
distressing circumstances. He was a brother of 
Rear-Admiral Gedney, of the United States 
Navy, and uncle of the well known Lieut. Ged- 
ney. Capt. Gedney for nearly 20 years past has 
been familiarly known under the sobriquet of 
“ Capt. Jeff..””. Hundreds of people who saw him 
very often never knew him by any other name. 
For 18 years and at the time of his death he was 


master of the Government Lightship No. 28, 
which lies in Galveston road just inside 
the outer bar. Here he lived, the supreme 
master of his tloating lighthouse, beloved and 
venerated by hismen. On shipboard he was a 
model officer and every inca a gentleman, but 
when the old sea dog came ashore he invariably 
degenerated into a pitiable drunkard. At the 
time of his death he was 68 years old. Hecamein 
from his ship last Friday, and immediately fell 
the victim to his old enemy—rum,. Pale and 
feeble, the venerable white-bearded mariner 
would wander from one saloon to another, 
sitting around the stove for hours at 
a time. This morning about 11 o’clock 
heentered a ssloon on Market-street known 
as **The Shade.” This was one of his tamil- 
jar drinking piuces, While sitting in the 6a- 
loon a Mexican cake vendor came along, 
and Capt. Jeff bought haif a dozen cakes, 
generously distributing them among his 
companions inthe saloon. Hethen began nib- 
bling his cake. In a moment the barkeeper 
noticed that Capt. Jeff seemed to be choking to 
desth, and ran to bis assistance. The old veteran 
clutched the table with desperation, and fell 
back in his chair dead. 

The scene when the officers entered the room 
was exi(remely touching. The old man's face was 
paler than usual. He seemed asleep in his chair. 
lt was his practice on these periodical sprees 
never to go to bed. He would sit around sa- 
loons for several days, sleeping in chairs, until 
finally friends would carry him to the hospital. 
He cameto Galveston at the close of the war 
from Mobile, where for many years he was one 
of the best known steamboat Captains of that sec- 
tion. Unlike his distinguished brother, Capt. Jetf 
espoused the Confederate cause, and up to the 
day of his death, notwithstanding he was a Fed- 
eral office holder under Grant, Hayes, and 
Arthur, he remained a_ stanch, outspoken 
Democrat. None of his friends in this city 
know the address of his relatives. His 
papers and letters are out on the lightship, 
several miles away, and inaccessible for the 
present, Owing to the norther blowing. He 
has a sister and other relatives living ino 
New-York City. where it is also 
thought his brother resides, Some weeks 
ago, in anticipation of sudden death, he 
told Mr. C. B. Holmes, his grocer, that he desired 
nis body shipped to New-York, but Mr. Holmes, 
being unable to communicate with bis relatives, 
the body is being held by the Coroner in the ex-

A BOTTLE OF GIANT POWDER,

FOUND IN THE STREET WITH TWO DYNA- 
MITE CARTRIDGES,

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THE COUNTY REPUBLICANS 


PROPOSING IMPORTANT CHANGES 
IN THEIR METHODS. 

A SUGGESTED INCREASE OF THE SIZE OF 
THE COUNTY COMMITTEE AND OTHER 
ALTERATIONS IN THE CONSTITUTION. 

Michael Cregan was one of the first to 
arrive at the Grand Opera House last night to 
attend the meeting of the Republican County 
Committee. Although it was understood that 
& report was to be presented by the special com- 
mittee of the Executive Committee on the prop- 
osition to revise the constitution in important 
respects, there were scarcely a dozen members 
present at 8o‘clock. The Executive Committee 
went into session at that hour, and haif an honr 
afterward the County Committee was called to 
order by its Chairman, Edward Mitchell. Charles 
N. Taintor submitted the report on behalf of the 
special committee, and suggested that as the 
recommendations could not be acted upon until 
a future meetingit would not be necessary for 
-him to explain the changes proposed. When the 
report was printed, and each member of the 
County Committee had had an opportunity to 
examine its provisions, discussion would bein 
order. 

“Suppose we don’t want to order the docu- 
ment printed ?” petulantly asked Isaac Dayton. 
** We ought to hear the report read.” 

“The report will be printed under the rules,” 
replied Mr. Taintor. Mr. Dayton again said 
that the report should be read, and Mr. Taintor, 


in compliance with the request, began. He had 
not got very far when even Mr. Dayton became 
tired and voted for a motion to discontinue the 
reading and order the document printed. 

The report bears upon its face the evidence of 
having evoked much discussion among the 
members of the special committee, and the 
erasures and interlineations show how conflict- 
ing the ideas of various members are. The 
special committee was in session several hours at 
the office of William H. Townley, one of the mem- 
bers, and the other members pre-ent included Ed- 
ward Mitchell, John W. Jacobus, and William 
H. Bellamy. The result of the conference was 
an agreement to submit only those amendments 
to the constitution to which all could agree, 
leaving the questions in dispute to be settled 
at future meetings of the County Committee, 
at which various other amendments will be 
proposed. The report preserves intact the 
present method of enrolling the Republican 
voters of New-York. The method of choos- 
ing the enrolling officers remains the same 
as at present, but the main changes in the con- 
stitution are important, if few. It 1s provided 
that the County Committee, which now consists 
ot 304 members, shall be increased so as to con- 
sist of one delegate for each 100 votes cast for 
the Republican Electoral ticket at the last Pres- 
idential election. The fundamental test for 
every voter who applies to be enrolled is to be 
that he voted forthe Republican candidates for 
President and Vice-President at the last Presi- 
dential election. If he voted since then at State 
elections he must have voted tor the Republican 
candidates. The County Committee 1s consti- 
tuted the centra! organization of the Republican 
Party in the county, and is intrusted with the 
care and interests of the party in New-York. 

It is pera that the enrolied voters in each 
Assembly district shall hold monthly meetings 
and shall choose officers and devise means to 
promote the interests of the Republican Party 
in the Assembly district. All disputes or con- 
tests as to the election of officers of the Assembly 
district organizations are to be decided by the 
Republican County Committee. The _ report 
retains the features of the present constitution, 
except as moditied as above explained. It is 
fully understood, however, that other changes 
will be made, but it was evident at last night’s 
meeting that the proposition. to increase the 
membership of the County Committee would 
not be materially changed. It has been for some 
time felt that a larger committee was needed, 
At present each member represents about 
280 Republican voters in this city on 
the basis of the last Presidential vote. 
The enrolled voters in the districts are. to 
have very liberal powers, and it is the intention 
of some members of the Special Committee on 
Revision to see that the County Committee shall 
not have any great autocratic sway over the dis- 
trict organizations. A proposition to have sev- 
eral Republican committees in some districts 
where the Republican vote is large is pending. 
Itis felt that several small committees would 
work more diligently for the party than one 
large committee, as there would be an incentive 
for one committee to outshine another. It is 
also claimed that the danger of districts being 
run by one man would be toa degree obviated 
by having several organizations in certain dis- 
tricts. There is a difference of opinion about 
several of these proposed innovations, but they 
will all be brought before the County Commit- 
tee, probably at its next meeting. 


MANY CAPTIVES. 


Forty-five policemen, under the .com- 
mand of Capt. Meakim, of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct, made a raid upon No. 270 Bowery at 11 
o’clock last night, and captured 130 prisoners, 
80 of whom were women. The place is 
popularly known as Madden’s Athletic Hall, 
but for two months bas been conducted by 
Warren Lewis, Madden’s successor. Lewis in- 
troduced an entirely different show from that 
which flourished under Madden's rule. Among 


the audience for a week past Detectives 
Curry and Sheridan and Officers Cox and 
Davis have been interested spectators of 
all that occurred in the hail on_ the 
ground floor and {n the dance hall in the ** cel- 
lar,” as it was known to the habitues of the 
place. Capt. Meakim, dressed in _ citizen's 
clothes, also dropped in occasionally. On affida- 
vits made by the officers, who swore that the 
place was a disorderly house and that scenes of 
debauchery were of nightly occurrence, Justice 
FPxtterson granted a warrant, and on the 
strength of this the raid was made. 

The place contained so large a crowd that 
many persons escaped, the police having more 
to look after than they could handle. News of 
the raid flew up and down the Bowery at a Maud 
8. gait, and within five minutes of the disappear- 
ance of the police inside the sidewalk and street 
for 50 yards on each side of No. 270 was crowded 
with excited and curious menand women. The 
prisoners were marched in sinail squads to the 
Fourteenth Precinct Station, and it was mid- 
night when the last of them gave their pedi- 
gree at the desk and were locked up 
for the night. They will meet their 
fate this morning at the Tombs Police Court. 
Among the prisoners was John McMahon, the 
collar and elbow wrestler, Homer Lane, another 
wrestler, and the old-time pugilist ‘“* Fiddler” 
Neery. There were a half dozen comic singers 
among the lot. One of the women cried in 
a pitiful fashion at the station. A companion 
accounted for this unusual expression of feeling 
by saying: ** That girl works every day, and just 
wandered in there.» The same girl said she did 
not think it was fair on the part of the police to 
allow “half of ’°em to get away.” All the men 
were searched for Knives and pistols. Few of 
them carried pistols.

MORE TROUBLE ANTICIPATED—PROJECTS TO + 


RELIEVE THE POOR FAMILIES. 

MonTREAL, Feb. 16.—A special from Pas- 
pebiac this evening says matters stand much as 
they did yesterduy. For the present the 
worst rioters are /appeased, but they are 
preparing for a second raid, this time 
not for fiour, but for anything they 
can lay their hands on. Instead of 
260 barrels, as reported yesterday, 350 barrels 
were taken. The outside parishes, which have 


remainec inactive so far, are now organizing to 
come here and make a raid in their turn, When 
they do come they will be joined and en- 
couraged by the rioters of yesterday. No ar- 
rests can be made with safety by the local 
authorities, they being powerless against such 
large and organized mobs.. So far the rioters 
have been for the most .part Paspebiac half 
breeds. They are desperate characters. The 
Position, therefore, is one of great uncertainty 
and anxiety. If the spirit of defiance to law 
and order is not checked at once there may be a 
repetition of the Northwest rebellion of last 
Spring. minus the Indian cruelties. Troops 
are required, and that without delay. Peace- 
able lives and immense properties are in 
immediate danger. The Hon. Mr. Flynn, mem- 
ber from Gaspé, says that troons will have to 
be sent tothe scene of the disturbance at once. 

ta Dominion and Provincia] Governments 
each sent $2,000 to the sufferers, but it will take 
$30,000 to tide them over the Winter. It was 
somewhat difficult to realize the position of 
affairs in the district, but the only in- 
dustry there was the fishing and this 
was carried on by the firms of Robin & 
Co. and Le Boutillier. During the Winter 
the fishermen were occumed in building boats 
and making other preparations for the fishing 
seuson, and were then supplied with food and 
stores by their employers. By the recent failure 
of these firms this support had been taken away 
and the people were left without any chance of 
obtaining work or of earning maney in any 
way. There were about 600 heads of familiesin 
this condition, and the utter destitution in the 
inclement season of the year could be hardly 
imagined. 

The project under the consideration of the 
local Government in connection with the dis- 
tressed fishermen of the gulf aims not so much 
at their temporary as their permanent relief 
from the precarious mode of life incident 
to their dependence upon a single in- 
dustry and the grinding monopoly of 
a few exporting houses on the coast. It 
is understood that this project has come before 
itin the shape of an offer from a number of 
Canadian and American capitalists to lease from 
the Province for aterm of 10 years that part of 
the north shore of the St. Lawrence from the 
River Manicouagan to the eastern extremity of 
the Province at Blanc Sablon, better known asthe 
Seigniory of Mingun, subject to the pretensions 
of the claimants of the Seigniory, whose rights at 
however, the Government dispute. This com- 
pany in their application declara that their in- 
tention is to prosecute the gulf tisheries on a 
large and practical scale, to establish a line of 
steamers hetween the north and south shores 
so as to enable the fishermen to follow the 
schools of fish in their migrations, to en- 
courage agriculture wherever practicable, and 
to operate at least one manufactory of 
fish manures, the last necessitating alone an out- 
lay of $500,000 and affording employment to 300 
hands during five months of the year. They 
offer to pay to the Government 5 per cent. 
of their gross receipts, without claim- 
ing any monopoly, and while reserving 
the fishing and hunting rights of all 
the actual occupants. The advantages of the 
scheme are summed up as follows: The in- 
vestment of a large amount of fresh 
capital in the gulf fisheries, introducing 
at the same time a healthy competition; 
the adoption of new and improved modes 
of fishing and of conveying the fresh fish to mar- 
ket instead of almost wholly in the dried or 
salted form; the permanent employment of the 
fishing population, assuring them a means of 
subsistence all the year round; the creation of a 
new industry to assist agriculture; the solution 
of the problem of the Winter navigation of the 
Gulf; the development in a practical way and 
without cost to the Province of immense re- 
sources hitherto ignored or going to waste in 
that section of the country, and a source of 
considerable revenue to the Government. The 
company state that they are prepared to begin 
operations immediately. 





A PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED. 


MANY LIVES~ SUPPOSED TO-HAVE BEEN 
LOST. 

Pornt PLEASANT, West Va., Feb. 16.—The 
passenger trainon the Ohio Central Road due 
here from Charleston at 5 o'clock this even- 
ing was wrecked at Ten Mile trestle a 
few minutes before that hour. One coach 
jumped the track and ran into the Kanawha, the 
others narrowiy escaping following. There is 
no teiegraph office at the scene of the dis- 
aster, but word brought from there at 
10 o’clock to-night makes the accident a 
very bad one. It is reported that six passengers 
inthe coach which went over the bank were 
unable to escape and were drowned, 
and that another passenger named El- 
kins was instantly killed. Eight or ten 
others are wounded, among them being 
J. W. Dent, of Parkersburg; Dr. 8S, F. Roush, of 
Mason County, and the Hon. Edward Sehon, of 
this place, United States Marshal for this district. 
The latter is very dangerously hurt. Itis feared 
that fuller details, which cannot be received be- 
fore to-morrow, will increase the loss of life.

RESIGNING BEFORE TRIAL 








_PATROLMAN MORAN’S DISCRETION 


EXCEEDS HIS VALOR, 
NOT LIKING THE LOOKS OF THE WITNESSES 
WHO WOULD HAVE TESTIFIED ABOUT 
HIS DEMANDS UPON HARRY HILL 

The action of the Police Board in accept- 
ing the resignation of Patrolman James Moran, 
who was to have been tried yesterday on a 
charge of blackmailing Harry Hill, was a genu- 
ine surprise to all who had any knowledge of 
the case—at least to all outside of the Police De- 
partment. The fact that Moran had tendered 
nis resignation after maintaining a bold and 
defiant front from the moment the charges of 
blackmail were made against him until the day 
fixed for his trial was surprising enough, as he 
nad assured the Commissioners and his friends 
generally that the charges were “a put up job,” 
and that he would have notrouble in disposing 
of them, as his word was better than Harry 
Hill’s, and Hill could not produce any reputable 
witnesses to corroborate his testimony. On this 
point Moran counted without his host. He had 
forgotten that all of his demands on Hill for 
money were not made in Hill’s dance house, and 
that at least one payment made to him by Hill 
bad been observed by a witness whom the Police 
Commissioners would be likely to consider rep- 
utable. 

Moran appeared at] Police Headquarters yes- 
terday morning, accompanied by his counsel, 
John E. Brodsky. He said nothing about tend- 
ering his resignation until his eyes dropped on 
& man whom he instantly remembered to have 
eeen with Harry Hill when he met the latter in 
Broadway one day and levied tribute upon him. 
He had induced Hill to entera place on Broad- 
Way on the day in question, and, after much 
argument, had obtained some money from him. 
The man who was with Hill saw the money 
cbange hangs, and heard Hi!l complain vigor- 
ously against the manner in which he was being 
Grained. Moran had never seen Hili’s eompan- 
iou defore, and saw him for the second time yes- 
terday morning. Upon learning that he was 
Constable and Rotel Keeper Smith, of Flushing, 
Long Island, Moran obtained a Police Depart- 
ment letterhead and wrote bis resignation upon 
it. It was addressed “*fo the Honorable the 
Board of Police Commissioners of the City of 
New-York, and was as follows: 

“The undersigned hereby respectfully tenders his 
resignation asa member of the police force or Police 
Department of the city of New-York, to take effect 
immedisteiy, and requests its acceptance by your hon- 
prable buard.”’ 

Tt was signed “‘James Moran, officer Thirty- 
lifth Precinct.” Having tendered his résigna- 
tion Moran left the building, and on his way out 
saw James Lidgerwood, the grocer, of Broad- 
way. Moran had heard of Mr. Lidgerwood and 
had read a letter written by him to Harry Hiil. 
The latter bought his groceries from Mr. Lidger- 
wood, and when Moran cailed upon him on Jan. 
26 and informed him that police protection 
would cost him $500 down and $100 a month, Hill, 
in his desperation, explained the situation to the 
Broadway grocer, and asked him to write such a 
letter as would satisfy Moran that Hill’s coffers 
wereempty. Mr. Lidgerwood did so, and in the 
letter he wrote to Hill demanded that the latter 
should at once settle his account of $800 50 or he 
would feel compelled to resort to legal measures. 
Hill showed this letter to Moran, upon whom it 
had no effect. Mr, Lidgerwood was informed of 
this, and at once called upon Superintendent 
Murray and told him the whole story of Moran's 
extortion, and thus led to the transfer of Capt. 
Murphy and the degradation to the rank of 
patrolman of Moran and anotber detective, Ge- 
bean, as already made public. 

When the Commissioners met yesterday after- 
noon to try Moran they were confronted by his 
resignation. Commissioners French and Mc- 
Clave were in favor of accepting it. Commis- 
sioners Porter and Voorhis demurred. They 
thoucht it ought, at least,to be laid over for 
tive days, sothatif Moran did not report for 
duty his pay for this month could be docked. 
Commissioners French and McClave finally car- 
ried their point, and the resignation was unani- 
mously accepted. In explanation of his action 
in the matter, Commissioner French said Moran 
was a badegg,and it was better to get such 
feilows off the force as quickly as possible. He 
admitted that Moran’s conviction was a fore- 
gone conclusion, and added: ** Moran apparent- 
ly felt safe until this morning, when he discov- 
ered that Hill's testimony was susceptible 
of corroboration by a_ reputable’ wit- 
mess. The truth of MHill’s charges could 
have been proved, and Moran saw the best thing 
he could do was to resign.”” Both Commission- 
ers French and McClave declared themselves 
giad that the matter was out of their hands, and 
said there was no other course to pursue than 
to accepta resignation when it was tendered, 
even if the person who offered it had serious 
charges hanging over him. Commissioner French 
was asked if its acceptance would close the pro- 
ceedings orif further attention would he de- 
voted to Detective Gehegan and Capt. Murphy. 
He considered the matter closed, he said, as it 
was not clear that Gehegan was implicated in 
the acceptance of any money or that Capt. 
Murphy knew anything about Moran’s black- 
mailing operations. 








FIRE UNDER A BALLROOM. 





HE PERIL OF THE DANCERS AT ADELPHI 
HALL YESTERDAY MORNING. 

Branch No. 26 of the St. Patrick’s Alli- 
ance of America was enjoying a ball and recep- 
tion at Adelphi Hall, at Seventh-avenue and 
Fifty-second-street, about 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when smoke was noticed in the lobby 
on the second floor, opposite the entrance of the 
ladies’ dressing room. There is a steam radiator 
in the passageway, and behind thisthe smoke 
was curling up. In the ballroom, on the floor 
above, andin other parts of :the buiiding, were 


500 or 603 people.and among the guests were 
Sheriff Grant, Alderman Masterson, and several 
west side politicians. Someof the gentlemen 
who were in the lobby placed themselves before 
the radiator to prevent the ladies 1n the parlor 
seeing thesmoke. The peceeeeer of the estab- 
lishment was sent for, and when he arrived small 
tongues of flame were visible through the crev- 
ices below the radiator. Pails of water were 
procured and the water was thrown behind the 
radiator, but without effect. 

Meanwhile the smoke was becoming thick and 
was making itself noticeable in the ballroom. 
Patrolimen Lawiess and Manian, of the —— 
second Precinct, who were detailed at the hall, 
had noticed the smoke and had been making a 
quiet search forits cause without alarming the 
dancers. When the fire broke out in the lobby 
Lawless sent out an alarm and procured the aid 
of several other policemen. When they returned 
to the building excitement and confusion 
reigned supreme. The fire was adjoining the 
main stairway and few of the ladies 
bad the courage to rush through the 
mense smoke to reach the stairs. They 
ali huddled in the dining room and 
reception rooms. Some were screaming, others 
crying. Several fainted, and one young lady 
was carried down intothe street unconscious, 
but she revived on reaching the open air. Two 
ladies, entirely beside themselves with fear, 
opened a rear window and attempted to jump 
into the courtyard, 15 feet below, but they were 
restrained. The ofticers of the association aided 
the police and the proprietor to allay the excite- 
ment. Those who could not be quieted were jed 
out of the building, and those who remained 
were assured that they were not in any danger, 
as there were exits from every floor jeading 
through the Adelphi flats adjoining. Some of 
the cooler heads startea a dance, without music, 
the musicians having fled, and this also had a re- 
assuring effect, and all the dancers soon reached 
the street. 

The firemen found the fire burning in the 
partition wall of the staircase on the sacond 
floor. Tne flames had taken an upward direc- 
tion. and on reaching the ceiling had crept 
along the beams under the ballroom floor until 
they found an outlet under the stave. Some 
delay was caused because the hydrant nearest the 
building was frozen. In orderto extinguish the 
fire the firemen were compelled to cut away the 
flooring in many places in the building and to 
muke large holes in the partition walls from the 
second fioor up iuto the ballroom. The damage 
to the building is estimated at about $3,000. It 
beiongs to the bankrupt estate of Ferdinand 
Mayer and is nowin the hands of Chauncey 8. 
Truax as Receiver. The loss of Judson Sause, 
dancing master, will not exceed $500. The fire 
apparentiy originated from the steam pipes 
jeading to the radiator, behind which it was first 
geen. 





TROUBLES IN BUSINESS.

AN ALLEGED BRUKEN PROMISE. 
Edward F. Williams, who keeps a liquor 
saloon at One Hundred and Thirty-sixth-street 
and Third-avenue, is the defendant ina breach 


of promise suit on trial before Judge Peckham 
anda jury in tbe Supreme Court. The plaintiff 
is a girl of 17 years named Emma O’Rourke, the 
daughter of a liquor seller in whose family 
Williams used to board. She is pretty, and 
as n a cripple for years. She seeks 
$20,000 damages. The promise of marriage 
which Williams is alleged to have broken was 
made, the girl says, after he had committed a 
criminal! assault on her.

LINGERING ON THE BRIDGE. 


ARRESTED ON SUSPICION OF A DESIGN TO 
COMMIT SUICIDE. 


A tall, sickly-lookinge German was no- 
ticed lingering on the bridge promenade about 
8 o’clock yesterday morning, by Officer Creigh- 
ton, of the bridge patrol. In reply to the po- 
liceman’s questions, he said he was simply wait- 
ing, but in a short time he disappeared from that 
beat. About 10 o’clock Officer Quilty discovered 
amaninthe north roadway, apparently trying 
to climb up the railing by the New-York tower. 
He hastened to the spot and asked the man 
where he was going. ‘I don’t know and I don’t 
care,’ was the answer. Quilty asked him for 
his pass and he said he had none. **How did you 
get here then ?” inquired the officer. “‘ I climbed 
over the railway arch,” he replied, and then 
beginning to struggle, cried ‘Oh, let me get 
on the railing, I am tired of living.” The 
burly officer had little difficulty in restraining 
him, andin response to further questions the 
man said that he wanted to eng his life because 
he could not bear to go home at night and bring 


no supper for his little ones. He bad had noth- 
ing to eat for 48 hours, and had had no steady 
work for nine months. ‘ 

He was taken to the Brooklyn Police Court, 
before Justice Andrew Walsh, and there he gave 
his name as Aiexander Gier, 40 years old, anda 
batter, living at No.178 Essex-street. In the 
court room he broke down completely, and 
burst into tears. He was remanded until Satur- 
day morning at 10 o’clock. Capt. Ward sent Of- 
ficer Dooley to investizate the man’sstory. In 
room No. 6 of the rear building at No. 178 Essex- 
street he found Mrs. Gier and four children. 
They had bad no breakfast, and when the officer 
asked her to accompany him to Brooklyn to see 
her husband, who had tried to commit suicide, 
she moaned and wailed and appeared terribly 
distressed. She was forced to borrow a light 
cloak froma neighbor to go out in, and she 
wore a pairof*light slippers. The officer gave 
her all the money he had with him in order that 
she might buy food for her children. 

A TIMES reporter visited the room in the 
afternoon. Mrs. Gier is a comely, intelligent 
woman of about 35 years. A baby of 3 weeks 
was sleeping in the corner, while a sickly gir! of 
2% years was crying at her mother’s knee. Two 
boys. one of 11 and one of 13 years, were also 
gathered about the little stove. Mrs. Gier told 
the following story: ‘*‘My husband before we 
were married was a soldier in the recular army, 
and after his discharge he went to Yonkers and 
followed the trade of a hatter. While there he 
married me. We were in comfortable circum- 
stances, and he worked in Waring’s andin Flage’s 
factories. But about five years ago his health 
began to failfrom consumption, our children 
sickened and died. and so about three months 
ago we moved to New-York, and he searched for 
employment, but could get none. ‘It was only 
by the help of bis brother Andrew, a harper in 
Catharine-slip, and some friends almost as poor 
as ourselves, that we managed to live. But we 
didn’t want to let our neichbors know how badly 
off we were. Three weeks ago my haby was 
born, and then things Jooked desperate. When 
he went away yesterday morning he said he was 
going to look for work."

THE SUFFERINGS OF AN OHIO MAN WHO 
TRIED TO STEAL A RIDE. 

William Rutherford was yesterday ad- 
mitted to the Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital suf- 
fering from the effects of an enforced ride in a 
corn-laden freight car from Dayton, Ohio, to 
this city, which occupied five days. Rutherford, 
who is 20 years old, belongs in Londonderry, 
Ross County, Ohio, a small settlement on the 
Cincinnati, Washington and Baitimore Railroad. 
His father is a farmer, and he is a tanner by 
trade. Recently, being out of work, he left 
home on a tramp in search of a farm which he 
and his father could work on shares. He walked 
for nearly three weeks with no success, and he 
turned homeward. He had spent what little 
money be had started with, and had traded his 


silver watch for a fiddle, which he hoped to learn 
to play in the future. Last Friday, footsore and 
weary, he crawled into a corn-laden freight car, 
the door of which bad not been shut. This was 
at Dayton, Ohio, and he hoped to steal a ride to 
od negate whither he was told the train was 
going. 

This was about? o'clock last Friday after- 
noon. Helay down on the corn, and was soon 
fast asleep. When he awoke the train was in 
motion. It was dark and the car door was 
locked and securely fastened from the outside. 
At first this did not alarm him, as he supposed 
he would be released when the train stopped. 
During the night the train stopped at Columbus 
as hesupposed. He knocked and pounded on 
the door of the car, butit was a long time be- 
fore he attracted attention. Then a man spoke 
to him from outside. 

* What do you want?” he asked. 

“I’m iocked in and want to get out,” replied 
Rutherford. 

** Well,” said the man outside, **as you’ve got 
in I guess you'd better stay in,” and then Ruth- 
ford could hear him walk away. 

From that time until he was released yester- 
day morning, when the train reached this city, 
Rutherford was a prisoner inthe car. Hesub- 
sisted by chewing corn until the last day, when 
his mouth and gums became so sore and bis 
mouth swollen from want of drink that he could 
not swallow. Hesuffered much from the cold. 
Whenever the train stopped he endeavored to 
attract attention by kicking and pounding on 
the roof and the sides of the car, but to no effect. 
He found himself gradually growing weaker, 
and had almost resigned himself to death when 
to his great joy, after a long stop somewhere, 
the car duor was unlocked and pushed open. 

The train had arrived in this city some time 
during Monday night over the New-York Cen- 
traland Hudson River Railroad, and was in the 
freight yard at Tweilfth-avenue and Sixty-fifth- 
street, where it had been snunted ona side track. 
At7o’clock yesterday morning the door of the 
car was opened. When the coast was clear 
Rutherford crawled out. He did not know 
where he was. Grasping the fiddle, he tottered 
away. He was weak, and bis feet were so swollen 
that he could scarcely walk. He managed to 
mate his way to a little saloon kept by Mrs. 
McDonald, at the foot of Seventy-second-street, 
North River. When he got into the place he be- 
come 80 faint that an ambulance was sent for. 
He was given some coffee and food by the kind- 
hearted landlady, but he could not eat. He was 
taken to the Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital, and 
it will be several days before he can move 
around. 








ALDERMANIC REAL ESTATE. 

The records in the Register’s Office give 
evidence of the material prosperity of some of 
the members of the New-York Board of Alder- 
men of 1884. Such prosperity may pp, sibly be a 
matter of interest to the Senatoria: committee 
now engaged in investigating the rumors that 
Jacob Sharp used something besides milk and 
persuasion to secure the valuable franchise to 


the Broadway Street Railroad. There has been 
no accusation that the purchase of real estate 
last year by some of the Aldermen had anything 
to do with the building of the Broadway railroad. 

Thomas Sheils purchased $36,000 worth of 
East Broadway property last October, in four 
parcels, The conveyances were made by David 
MeNair, guardian of Rébert J. McNair, 9 minor: 
Thomas W. Shute. Daniel Seybel, for Grace 
Shute, and William H. McNair. All of the 
property thus purchased is at or near the corner 
of East Broadway and Market-street, where 
Alderman Sheils has a liquor store. 

There was an Alderman by the name of Thomas 
Cleary in the board of 1884. On the 20th of last 
October Caroline Homer and Albertine Mat- 
thews, of Boston, Mass., conveyed to a Thomas 
Cleary, of this city, the piece of property No. 
117 Cedar-street for $12,500. Ex-Alderman Cleary 
is janitor of the Equitable Building, at Broad- 
way and Cedar-street. Patrick Kenney bought 
from Elizabeth A. Lalor, Ellen B. Breslin, and 
Mary A. Boyle a piece of property on the west 
side of Third-avenue, between Fiftieth and 
Fifty-first streets. The consideration was $41,500. 
The conveyance was dated March 9, 1885. The 
records show that on June 1, 1885, George Finck, 
a lawyer, bought some real estate 1n the Seventh 
Ward, on Division-street, at an auction sale in 
the New-York Real Estate Exchange. He bid 
$13,100 for the property, but subsequently as- 
signed his bid to his brother, Frederick Finck, 
whose name appeurs in the list of Aldermen 
for 1884. 

Sarah Ann De Lacy bought the tenement 
house No. 747 Fifth-street from Henry Guten- 
stein and Betsy Goldsmith, of Brooklyn, on 
April 1 for $11,000. No. 747 Fifth-street igs given 
in the City Directory as the residence of Alder- 
man Robert E. De Lacy.

A CONVENTION OF FARMERS, 





MONEY FOR AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENTS 
WANTED FROM THE GOVERNMENT. 

About 60 or 70 farmers and others inter- 
ested in agriculture met at the Grand Central 
Hotel yesterday in response to a call for the 
sixth annual convention of the American Agri- 
cultural Association. They came from all parts 
of the country, as far west as Kansas. Joseph 
H. Reall presided, and all went smoothly during 
the morning session, during which, while the 
Committee on Permanent Organization retired, 
Thomas H. Dudley, President of the Board of 


Agriculture of New-Jersey, read a paper on 
India wheat, in which he discussed the growth 
of competition induced by that product. In the 
ensuing discussion several of the speakers were 
emphatic in the opinion that the present 
hig tariff system threatened to overthrow 
the prosperity of the country. When _the 
convention was called to order after Junch Ezra 
Whitman, of the Maryland Farmer, was called 
upon, as Chairman of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization, to report a list of officers. 
Mr. Whitman threw a small bombshel) into the 
eonvention by saying that to his amazement 
this was not the convention of the American 
Agricultural Association, but of a new concern, 
in which the time-honored Agricultural Asso- 
ciation seemed to have been merged; namely, 
the American Agricultural and National Dairy- 
men’s Association, which seemed to have organ- 
ized and elected officers last Saturday. As the 
officers were good men the committee thought 
there was nothing to do except renominate them. 
Accordingly Mr. Reall was named for President 
and Forrest K. Moreland, ot Ogdensburg, for 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

William Dean, of Delaware, rose with a flushed 
face. “If there’s any game going on here,” he 
said, “I wanta bandinit. I’ve been a member 
of this association for a good many years, and 
have paid my dues regularly. We had a consti- 
tution and by-laws, and everything used to be 
straight. If we want to throw them aside now I 
propose to knowit, In that case the association 
won't amount toshucks. It used to bea tolera- 
bly well conducted kind of institution. The 
officers nominated by the committee are good 
men, but I want to see what I am doing before I 
vote.” 

No one offered to explain. Several of the 
farmers went into their pockets, and found that 
the credentials they had gone to the trouble to 
procure from the Governors of States, State 
agricultural boards, and colleges constituted 
them delegates to the American Agricultural 
Association's Convention and to nothing else. 
The proceedings halted that Chairman Reall 
might explain, but he sat on a lounge and said 
nothing until Mr. Dean put the question directly 
to him. Then he rose, but made no direct ex- 

lanation, promising to make it satisfactory to 

{r. Dean, however, outside. When auother dele- 
gate pressed the matter further Mr. Reall said 
that life was too short for him to go into details. 
So the committee were sent back to their room, 
and Congressman A. J. Caldwell, of Tennessee, 
read an argument in favor of his bill 
for an appropriation of $500,000 with which to 
establish signal stations under the Signal Service 
Bureau for the benefit of farmers. Editor Wnhit- 
man read a paper on “ Agricultural Education,” 
which ended with a resolution in favor of Con- 
gressman Hatch’s bill for the appropriation of 
$15,000 per year to each State for agricultural 
experiments. A good deal was said in favor of 
the resoiution, Mr. Dudley claiming that the ex- 
periment station of New-Jersey saved the farm- 
ers of that State $200,000 a year. The resolution 
was adopted, and a committee will go to Wash- 
ington-to urge the importance of the measure 
upon the House Agricultural Committee. 

Between the reading of the two papers the 
Committee on Permanent Organization returned 
and presented other names than those first 
offered for officera, The new nominees declined 
to stand, and the former names were demanded. 
Asaresult Mr, Reall was elected President and 
Mr. Moreland Secretary and Treasurer. The 
convention will go on to-day and to-morrow. 


LAWYER KOHLER’S STORY. 
nnd ikea 
WHY HE CLAIMS THAT THE WOMAN SUING 
HIM IS NOT HIS WIFE, 

Dressed in brown silk, with a brown fur 
tippet lying on her shoulders and a brown hat on 
her head, the woman who asserts herself the wife 
of Lawyer Joseph Kohler, sat before Judge J. 
F. Daly in the Court of Common Pleas the 
greater part of yesterday. Several witnesses 
testified that they met her and Kobler at the 
Lake View House in Patchogue, Long Island, in 
the Summer of 1883, and they were led to regard 


them as Mr. and Mrs. Kohler. Other witnesses 
swore to a like state of facts in this city. 

After Judge Daly had declined to dismiss the 
woman’s complaint on the ground that there 
was no evidence that Uthrick, the husband she 
left in Australia in 1876, was dead at the time she 
assumes to have become Lawyer Kohler’s wife, 
Frank R. Lawrence opened the case, for the de- 
fense. Lawyer James Oliver testifféd that the 
woman calling herself Mrs. Kohler visited bim 
last Summer and employed him to bring crim- 
inal proceedings against Kohler on the ground 
that she was his wife and he had abandoned her. 
Kohler was arrested. In the Harlem Police 
Court the woman confronted him and acted as 
if she was crazy. He denied that she was his 
wife. She reached for him with an umbrella. 
ee herself at the feet of Justice White, she 
cried: 

“My God! my God! Don’t let him say I am 
not his wife, God will curse him if he does.” 

“TI disentangled the Judge by presenting some 
legal propositions to him,” said Lawyer Oliver. 
** Justice White had to permit Kohler to say that 
the woman was Mrs. Uthrick and not his wife, 
and to relegate the controversy respecting her 
status to a ciyil court.” 

Kohler took the witness stand. He agreed 
with the woman in her statement that they first 
met in a lawyer’s office where he was a clerk, 
She soon began to ask him to call upon her, and, 
after declining often to co so, he finally went to 
see her. He found Mrs. Uthrick enshrined in 
what seemed to him to be “the remains of a 
grocery store.” She put her children to bed 
and then made advances to him, which 
he ignored. A _ subsequent. visit 
source of all his present wees. 
tions then established continued until last 
Summer. In the meantime she spoke 
but once of marriage. She visited him at bis 
house early one morning and, walking with him 
to an elevated railroad station, told him she had 
learned ske could claim bim as her husband. 
Last Summer she madethe claim. Then their 
relations were severed. While he was in the 
habit of visiting her they had a code of signals 
through the medium of window shades and 
blinds, by which he learned whether it was safe 
for him to call. When her brother was rouod 
for a season, he did not_meet her at home very 
often, but at hotels. ‘*I positively assert,’’ said 
Kohler, “that I never introduced her to any- 
body as my wife.” 

The register of the Lake View House at 
Patchorue was introduced, and it showed that 
** Joseph Kohler and wife’ were not registered 
there. ‘“*Joseph Kohler, New-York City, room 
No. 21,” was theentry. ‘Mrs. Utbrick,” contin- 
ued the witness, ‘had room No. 19. I told the 
clerk, Mr. L’ Hommedieu, that she was my sis- 
ter-in-law. I told him in an undertone that her 
name was Mrs. Uthrick, but I don’t think he 
grasped it.” A lot of letters written by the 
plaintiff to the defendant were read. They are 
hardly such as a wife wou!d address to her bus- 
band. In one of them, written on Dec. 23, 1879, 
or about a year after she claims to have been in- 
formally married to Kohler, she said: 

“I don’t feel very well just now, but I guess 1 will be 
better before I am twice married. If you want to come 
to-morrow evening you can cowe late.”

SEVERAL DISAGREEMENTS.

WORDY TILTS AT THE MEETING OF THE EMI- 
GRATION BOARD. 

Several times during the meeting of the 
Boara of Emigration yesterday afternoon it 
seemed as if some of the Commissioners were 
about to indulge inan old-fashioned fight. At 
the opening of the meeting the Commissioners 
took up the Voss case, which afforded them con- 
siderable discussion at their last meeting. Mr. 
Stephenson proposed to dismiss Voss from his 
position on Warda’s Island, and produced an affi- 
davit by one James Shean, who claimed that he 
bad on various occasions seen Voss taking trunks 


and other articl:s from the island to New-York 
ina rowboat, although the latter claimed that 
with one exception he had never crossed to New- 
York except by the regular ferry. 

During the discussion of this matter Commis- 
sioners Stephenson and Ulrich differed ag to 
what had been done at aformer meeting. Mr. 
Ulrich’s memory was backed by two of the other 
Commissioners, but Mr. Stephenson, who stood 
alone, thought that his memory was as good as 
that of any one else. There was also a tilt he- 
tween Messrs. Ulrich and Forrest. The latter 
insisted that the record of the previous meeting 
could not be gone back of. Mr. Stephenson ad- 
mitted that he did not charge Voss with theft, 
but the resolution to dismiss the latter was 
finally passed. 

Mr. Taintor then read Mr. Stephenson’s charge 
made about a fortnight azo tnat three men 
who owed their, appointment to him (Taintor) 
had assaulted immigrant women, and had been 
shielded from punishment by him. This charge, 
Mr. Taintor said, was untrue. Mr. Stephenson 
replied that he reiterated the charge.
